MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council :— 


With no criticism of or fault to find with former administra- 
tions let us turn our attention to the future. Like all cities of 
our size we find ourselves in debt. Not so much in debt though 
as many cities of about our population, and some have a much 
larger debt than we have and are considerably less in popula- 
tion. It would seem now that for this year we would have no 
large current expenditures to make. Therefore let us all con- 
sider it our duty to economize in all branches of the city govern- 
ment. I do not mean by this to retard the growth of the city 
when a pressing reform is needed but economy should be the 
watch word of the administration of 1898. I am most certain 


that this policy will meet with the hearty approval of a large 
majority of the tax payers. 


I will not go into details of the condition and needs of the va- 
rious departments of the government for the reason that they 
will be presented lo the city council by the several city officials 
and the department officers, but I will call your attention to 
some of the more important matters which seem to demand our 
present attention. 

I hope that the reports of the departments will be presented 
promptly this year. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


At my request the city treasurer hands me the foliowing 
statement of city debt, December 20, 1897. 
Water Debt. 
Bonds, $275,000 
Notes, 18,000 |

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New Sewers.

Before the present financial year closes there will be paid on 
the above debt:—$10,000 on sewers, and $13,000 on water debt. 
$23,000 in all, making net debt, $779,000. 

Watcr and sewer debts are exempt from debt limit, water 
debt by general statutes, and sewer debt by special act.—Chap. 
357, acts of 1890. 

The city’s debt limit based on a valuation of $14,000,000 
would be $350,000. School debt $262,000 only debt that ap- 
pies thereon. 

The city has no sinking fand at present, but makes annual 
payments on its debt; $19,000 on water debt, and $10,000 on 
sewer debt, with the amounts collected from sewer assessments. 


I find, gentlemen, from this statement of the city treasurer, 
that we are within $88,000 of the debt limit. I shall therefore 
as soon as it is possible to do so make myself famitiar with all 
the departments of the city. If I find it is possible to 
save a dollar in any of these departments, I shall not hesitate 
to say so to the heads of them. While I would do nothing to 
impair the efficiency of any branch of the public service, I be- 
lieve that all will be willing to join with me in this effort for 
the city’s good. 

I shal] look to the finance committee to be of great assistance 
to me in this matter and I have confidence that each member of 
the committee will do all in his power to aid me. 

LITIGATION. 

The city solicitor at my request hands me the folowing state- 

ment of litigation pending Dec. 27, 1897:— 
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In accordance with your request, I submit herewith state- 
ment of the litigation pending against the city as follows:—- 


Edward P. Halpin vs. City of Pittsfield. 

This is a petition for a mechanic’s lien filed against the city 
in the superior court of this county, in July, 1896, for labor 
furnished by the petitioner in the construction of John 
Street school house. The amount claimed in this petition is 
$1203.35. The city has filed its answer in this case, and the 
case is now pending. | 

William Dunn vs. City of Pittsfield. 

Leander Hall vs. City of Pittsfield. 


The above two cases are petitions filed in the superior court 
for damages alleged to have been sustained hy the petitioners 
on account of changing of grade in South street. Answers 
have been filed in both these cases by the city, and the same are 
now pending. 

Newton L. Cain vs. City of Pittsfield. 

This is an action of contract brought against the city, in 
Hampden county, in which the damages laid in the writ are 
$10,000. This action will be returnable at Springfield on the 
first Monday of January, 1898. At that time the plaintifPs 
declaration will be filed, and the city will be informed of the 
nature of the claim made in this action. I understand it is for 
work and material furnished the city in the construction of 
John Street school house. 


John H. Carey vs. inhabitants of Pittsfield. 

This is an action of tort brought against the city for damages 
alleged to have been sustained by the plaintiff and his property 
on account of a defect in the highway on South street. The 
writ is returnable on the first Monday of January, 1898. The 
damages laid in the writ are $500.00.

These are petitions originally filed with the county commis- 
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sioners for assessment of damages for the taking of land and 
water at Mill Brook. A hearing has been had upon these peti- 
tions by the county commissioners, who on November 6th, 189%, 
assessed damages as follows:— 


O. S. Hutchinson, $11,291.67 
Clara S. Curtiss, 846.88 
Caroline Dewey et. als., 1,467.92 
Levi C. Miller, 1,333.00 
Nancy B. Wellington, 1,129.17 


The petitioners O. S. Hutchinson and Clara S. Curtiss have 
taken an appeal from these awards of the commissioners by pe- 
tition, which petition is returnable in the superior court on 
the first Monday of January, 1898. 

No action has been taken by either party in the other three 
cases. Either party has one year from the date of the award 
in which to take an appeal. 

There is in addition to the foregoing, a large number of cases 
in which claims have been filed with the city clerk against the 
city, but in which no suit has as yet been brought against the 
city. 

I understood your request to cover simply those cases in which 
litigation has been commenced against the city. 


I am informed that suits growing out of the construction of 
the new high school are to be instituted against the city but J 
have no official knowledge of this fact. 


HIGHWAYS. 


1 do not want to find fault with any work that has been done 
in the laying out of the highways of the city, but I firmly believe 
that in all future work these matters will need most careful con- 
sideration. It is a wise thing whenever possible to ascertain 
the damages and have them in black and white before work is 
begun. I am aware that this cannot always be brought about 
but in view of the fact that in the past the city has had to pay 
large and some times, as I think, excessive claims for damages, 
1 think that it is our duty to be especially careful in laying out 
new highways. I should be glad if we could make certain per- 
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manent improvements that I believe would be for the interests of 
the city but I do not think that we can incur any additional ex- 
pense for permanent highway improvements this year. 

I desire to say in this connection that the engineering 
work of the city is costing altogether too much for a city of our 
size, and that in conversation with heavy tax payers I find but 
one general feeling and that is that an effort should be made at 
once to radicallv curtail the expenses of this department. 


COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


Chap. 8 of the revised ordinances, Sec. 5 says:—““All taxes 
shall become due and payable as soon as the lists are delivered 
into the hands of the collector. 

A discount of three per centum shall he allowed on all taxes 

voluntary paid on or before the tenth day of Octuber in the year 
in which the same are assessed. | 

Interest at the rate of seven per centum per annum from and 
after the tenth day of November in the year in which the same 
are assessed, shall be charged on all taxes remaining unpaid on 
said tenth day of November, until the same shall be paid.” 

“This section shall be printed on all tax bills.” 

1 hope the city council will as soon as they can conveniently 
take into consideration this chapter and amend it so that no dis- 
count shall be allowed for the prompt payment of taxes. The 
tax payers should not be taxed to raise a sum of money to help 
get in the taxes promptly when the commonwealth clothes the 
tex collector with all power necessary to collect the taxes. It 
benefits a few but does not the many. When the tax payer pays 
seven per cent when he cannot pay promptly the city does not 
lose when it can borrow at four per cent or less. A large ma- 
jority of the tax payers who take advantage of the three per 
cent would pay promptly without such an ordinance. This I know 
from personal experience. 

In 1895 the amount of discount allowed was $5,176.42. In 
1896 the amount was $6,213.43. In 1897 the amount was 
$6,567.67. The total was $17,957.52 which the city has in ef- 
‘fect paid to have its taxes paid promptly. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


This department consisting of 18 police officers including 
the chief and captain and a police matron, comprises a sufficient 
number of officers for the regular police services of the city, 
which it gives me great pleasure to say every member of the de- 
partment has in my opinion, endeavored to perform efficiently 
and in a most creditable manner. The discipline is excellent 
and is a credit to the police force and the city. 

The police station with the new addition provided for in the 
appropriation made by the city council of ’97 will be fully ad- 
equate to meet the present and future requirements of the city 
for the care and custody of all persons committed to the charge. 
of the department. 

The sanitary arrangements have been very much improved 
and are now in the best possible condition. Therefore only 
the usual appropriation for the maintenance and care of the de- 
partment will be necessary. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The chief of the fire department informs me that it is in ex- 
cellent condition. They have not been called upon during the 
past year for work which they could undoubtedly do, had the 
aiarms been sent in. The department is well equipped with ap- 
paratus which is in first class order and includes a new Protec- 
tive wagon purchased this year. There are some 23 men in the 
department ready to act at night in any emergency. This is a 
very important feature of the service. Therefore with some 
action on the part of our merchants and the proper appeal made 
to the insurance companies, I believe that the insurance rate 
could be reduced. | 


THE LICENSE QUESTION. 


The total vote at our last city election being the largest ever: 
cast on the question of granting licenses for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors shows the deep and growing interest which our 
citizens take in this most important matter. Whether the pol- 
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icv of the city as determined by its citizens in the manner pro- 
vided by statute be in favor of or against the granting of li- 
censes, the people have the right to expect that the laws govern- 
ing the sale of intoxicating liquors shall be enforced and if li- 
censes are granted, the licensees shall comply with the terms 
of the licenses and where they do not, the licenses should be 
promptly revoked in justice to those who are endeavoring to 
comply with the Jaws as well as for the good name and fame 
of the city. 


PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES AND HOME LABOR. 


I believe that with a fair effort practically all supplies can be 
purchased of our home merchants and I hope that in the future 
so far as is practicable, the committees who are in charge of 
such purchases will give the benefit to our home market. 

On all public works I most earnestly recommend the employ- 
ment of Pittsfield labor. 


In conciusion I beg to say that you gentlemen of the city 
council are my neighbors and my friends as well as representa- 
tives of the city government, and I firmly believe that each and 
every one of you irrespective of party will join me in doing all 
we car to make this year a success for the city.

School Committee’s Report. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield : 


Gentlemen:—For the year 1897 the School Committee asked 
and received an appropriation of $79,000. By the most careful 
management we are able to report an unexpended balance of 
$1808.80. Details of expenditure and reasons for the balance, 
are fully set forth in the report of the superintendent of schools. 

For the year 1898 we ask for an appropriation of $80,000. 

The most important factor in education is the teacher. The 
chief end of school committees and superintendents is to keep 
children and good teachers together in healthful and comforta- 
ble rooms. 

Under the conscientious supervision of Dr. Eugene Bouton 
the quality of the work done in our schools is growing better. 
Our teachers deserve gratitude and praise. 

It is a pleasure and an inspiration to pass an hour in almost 
any Pittsfield school. To many critics of the public schools a 
visit to them would be a surprise. Learning more of their excel- 
lencies, they would talk less of their defects. 

It is the plan of this Committe to make it increasingly diff- 
cult for a poor teacher to get a place in Pittsfield, and increas- 
ingly easy for a good teacher to stay here. 

The standard of admission must be raised to keep poor teach- 
ers out; and the pay must be increased to keep good teachers in. 

The lowest grades require as efficient teachers as the higher. 
Schools in the outlying districts are no less difficult and no less 
important than schools in the center. There should therefore be 
no discrimination in wages against either the primary teacher, or 
the teacher of country schools. At present the maximum wages 
of grade teachers below the high school (principals of course ex- 
cepted) is $10.50 and the minimum $7.50. 

We wish to be able to increase the maximum to $12, on suita- 
ble occasions, and in accordance with some definite and equita- 
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ble system of promotion, and we wish to employ more teachers 
who can earn this maximum, and fewer who can not. 

Regarding the branches that shall be taught in our schools, 
your Committee has decreasing discretion. The State Board of 
Education is already able to dictate, directly or indirectly, with 
an autocracy which if persisted in will raise the question among 
the free men of Massachusetts whether the Board had not better 
be abolished. 

A little more home-rule in school matters is needed. It is bet- 
ter to teach a few things thoroughly, than many superficially. 

In obediance to the statutes piled up in Boston wehavealready 
stretched the course of study out as far as it can hold together. 
When the blanket of knowledge is stretched too wide, the bones 
of ignorance stick up through its thinness; and when it is pull- 
ed up too high at the head, the feet go bare and cold. 

That your Committee has not gone still further than the laws 
require and established kindergartens and manual training 
schools, has not been owing to an unwillingness to “give bread 
to the hungry children;” but from a desire to improve the 
schools we have, before we fly to others that we know not 
of. Let us get the best teachers we can afford and keep them 
teaching the ordinary branches until every child in Pittsfield 
shall be thoroughly grounded in the rudiments of a sound edu- 
cation. Then there will be time enough to sew fancy borders 
around the edges of the system. We cannot close this report 
without a word in just and kindly recognition of one who has 
recently passed from us after more than thirty years of faithful 
and effective service. 

At a special meeting of the School Committee of Pittsfield, at 
the office of the Superintendent, on the evening of Jan. 18,1898, 
it was ordered that the following minutes should be entered on 
the records:— 

The members of this committee are deeply pained to learn of the 
death of Miss Louise M. Patten. She had probably been in the ser- 
vice of the town and city longer than any other teacher. 33 years, ar: 
entire generation. 

The quality of her services was of the best. Capable, energetic, 


thorough, conscientious, she did admirable work. Many of her as- 
sociates in teaching and many others of our citizens remember with 
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gratitude her earnest efforts in their behalf when they were under 
her instruction. We feel in her death a sense of personal bereave- 
ment. We mourn the loss of a teacher of singular excellence. 

In respect for her memory it is voted,—That we attend the funeral 
services in a body. 

That the schools of the city be closed on the afternoon of Thurs- 
day. 

That we tender to the surviving sister and other relatives of the 
deceased our condolence and sympathy in this sad bereavement. 

That a copy of these minutes be published in the journals of the 
city and that a copy be sent by our secretary to the family of the de- 
ceased.

The undersigned endorse this report but adhere more strong- 
ly than ever to the conviction that the Kindergarten is of prime 
importance in education. In no sense can it be classed among 
fads or frills. | 

The best educational experts throughout the world give it the 
stamp of their unqualified approval. It is our conviction that 
Pittsfield could do nothing wiser than to provide Kindergarten 
instruction for her young children.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee : 


Gentlemen:—In accordance with your rules, I submit for 
your consideration the following report of the schools of Pitts- 
field for the year 1897. It is the fourth which I have had the 
honor to present to you, the seventh since Pittsfield became a 
city, and the thirtieth since the superintendency was first estab- 
lished in Pittsfield, in 1868, among the earliest in Western Mas- 
sachusetts. In 1848 the School Committee presented 
“their eleventh annual report,” which was printed with the re- 
port of the Selectmen. Assuming that the series has been un- 
broken, although I have been unable to find a complete set, your 
report for 1897 is the sixtieth issued by the School Committee 
of Pittsfield. | 

Among the objects which the report is intended to serve, as I 
understand them, are the following: 

1. That it may supply such statistical and other information 
as may be required for official action and official reports to state 
and national authorities. 

2. That it may give to the School Committee, parents, and 
other persons interested both in this community and elsewhere 
now and hereafter definite and authoritative information as to 
what the schools are doing, why they are doing it, how they are 
doing it, the results, the cost, and whatever other facts concern- 
ing them may seem relevant and profitable. 

3. That it may awaken increased interest in the education 
of our children, correct false impressions wherever they exist, 
and give right direction to public thought concerning a sub- 
ject which so closely and directly concerns the community both 
individually and collectively. 

It is frequently said that official reports of this nature are not 
read, and hence presumably are not worth preparing and print- 
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ing. I am reluctant to believe that this is the fact. If it is, I 
am not sure that it should excuse us from the attempt to secure 
the attention of those whose interests are involved. If, however, 
it seems a waste of money and of effort to distribute suchareport 
to the families whose children attend our schools, the supposition 
that our actions are known to all may form a sufficient incen- 
tive to good works to justify the trouble and expense which our 
customary annual report represents. 

For convenience the matters to which your attention is asked 
are treated under the heads of Instruction, Attendance, School 
Property, Finances, and General Statistics. 


I 
INSTRUCTION. 
IMPROVEMENT IN METHODS. 


The general plan of our work has not been materially chang- 
ed, but we have during the past year as before tried to avail our- 
selves of new ideas and new devices giving promise of better re- 
sults or equal results with less effort. 

In reading we have tried, by careful attention to thought and 
expression and by the further use of high grade subject matter, 
to secure at the same time a broader and fuller acquaintance 
with literature and more ability to bring out the meaning and 
force of what is read. The work of the fifth grade has been 
developed as far as practicable along the line of American au- 
thors and writings and the work of the sixth grade along 
the line of English authors and writings. It has been 
found that most of the fifth grade pupils can read Long- 
fellow’s “Evangeline” profitably and several of our teachers 
will this year use Scott’s “Lady of the Lake” in connection with 
the book on English history introduced last winter. 

Continued effort has been made to improve the spelling, and 
I believe with good results. The effort has extended all along 
the line, but perhaps the most hopeful scheme has been to de- 
vote considerable attention to spelling at the very beginning of 
the school work. The words chosen for this purpose are of 
course the very simplest and they are presented to the pupils in 
groups of similar form and sound, so as to make their spelling as 
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easy as possible and awaken the interest of the children. The 
general use of the dictionaries purchased last vear seems to bear 
good fruit, both in spelling and in the general familiarity with 
words secured in the other exercises of the schools. 

As a means of securing some general acquaintance with coun- 
tries and places in the earliest years of the course before the reg- 
ular study of geography is undertaken, we aim by means of con- 
stant reference to hemisphere maps to follow out the allusions 
to countries and places as they occur in the reading, the infor- 
mation and culture work, and in other ways in the school work. 
If this is done, a large amount of geographical knowledge will 
be gained by the pupils without extra effort and with probable 
increase to the regular work done in the subjects suggested. 

The work in information and culture has been helped in the 
fourth grade by printing, for the use of the teachers and pupils, 
a series of questions prepared by some of our teachers and used 
by them in their schools. This has diminished the amount of 
writing required and seems to have been in every way helpful. 
The testimony to the beneficial effects of the information and 
culture work which has come to me from various sources has 
been very gratifying. 

Although the general plan of our work has been set forth and 
discussed in previous reports, it may be well to say, in brief, 
that we are trying to follow the spirit and suggestions of the 
Committee of Ten of the National Educational Associ- 
ation, although we have not introduced the kindergar- 
ten, manual training, sewing, cooking, or foreign lan- 
‘guages in the grammar grades. We are, therefore, not directly 
concerned with the criticisms made in some quarters upon the 
introduction of these subjects. 


BREADTH VERSUS NARROWNESS. 


I am not aware that the course of study followed in the Pitts- 
field schools has been particularly discussed during the past year 
and I have reason to believe that it is commending itself more 
and more to those familiar with its workings. It is, however, 
a course based on the idea that reasonable breadth of subjects 
is essential to the proper education of children and that such 
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breadth helps rather than hinders thoroughness in the subjects 
generally looked upon as the most important. We may, therefore, 
profitably consider the general question of breadth versus nar- 
rowness in school work, and perhaps the more profitably the 
less directly it seems to be aimed at our particular local plans 
and methods. 

THE CHARGE. 


The general charge of those who assume that current educa- 
tional movements are in the wrong direction and that education- 
ally the former times were better than these is contained in 
the following: 


To the Editor of the Tribune:— 

Sir: Will you let the taxpayers of New York know why their 
children are so much at the mercy of the “fads”? 

Instead of the children obtaining a solid foundation upon which a 
good education may be built, much of their time is wasted upon 
that which is merely ornamental. The teachers are silent because 
they dare not speak for fear of losing their places. ; 

In these days of fads and supervisors the teachers must first see 
that music, French or German, manual training, cooking and sew- 
ing are provided for, and then, after the time for assembly and 
rapid dismissals have been subtracted, any time that is left may be 
given to the “unsupervised” subjects. 

What is the result? The children are not properly taught what 
their parents have a right to demand for them, and when promotion 
time comes they are railroaded into the next higher class. The ques. 
tion now to be answered is: Are our children to get the education 
they need to fit them for their life work, or are they to enter life 
half equipped, by the effort to follow the fads of a few men who ev. 
idently are more familiar with theory than with practice? M.

A REPLY. 


A reply to this charge is contained in the following extract 
from the last annual report of the public schools of Cleveland, 
Ohio, in which Supt. L. H. Jones sets forth the other side of the 
subject: 

To make a good course of study for the Elementary Public Schools 
is a matter of very great difficulty. The problem does not seem 
to grow any more easy as our civilization becomes more complex. 
The requirements of business and social life grow more numerous. 
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as time goes on. The standards of excellence whi-h would very well 
have served the general purposes of life intimes past are new 
subject to severe criticism. The number of things about which the 
average person must become more or less intelligent has greatly in- 
creased with the development of science, invention, and good govern- 
ment. Especially in a country in which all the people are privileged 
and required to take part in the government, must a high grade of 
intelligence be maintained. All things have tended ir these latter 
days toward a more and more complicated and intense life; and the 
added burden of preparing the young to act their part with intelli- 
gence, skill, and honor in this increasing complexity of living rests 
largely upon the Public Elementary Schools. Many of the develop- 
ments of modern life open great temptations to the young. This 
makes it very desirable that the power of resisting temptation be 
developed at an early age. It is quite as necessary that the boy 
who enters the store or counting-house should be strictly honest 
and truthful as it is that he should know how to calculate or to 
write the English language correctly. This necessity does not release 
him from the original necessity of doing both these other things; 
but the temptations to dishonesty and prevarication have greatiy 
increased in the fierce competition of modern business life. The 
«Character which under slight temptation seems strong and upright 
may be wholly incapable of standing against the stress and pres- 
sure of peculiar and excessive temptation. It has therefore come 
about, in these latter years, that there is the strongest kind of de- 
mand made upon the Elementary Public Schools, and it is not sur- 
prising that in many instances the schools should fail to meet com. 
pletely these strenuous requirements. Many influences for evil ex- 
ist in their most intense form in the large and prosperous cities. 
The school itself, therefore, must spend much of its time and 
-strength in combating evil influences which formerly did not exist, 
in such excess. All these things must be taken quite fully into ac- 
‘count by anyone who would arrange a course of study that shail 
accomplish the greatest good to the individual and to society, with 
the least expenditure of effort, time, strength and money. When 
such course of study has been wrought out, it must always be con- 
.Bidered as subject to such modifications as progress may seem to 
make desirable and necessary. 

There is another factor in the problem of education which tends 
-to place the results at a disadvantage before public opinion and to 
make adverse criticism natural and easy. It is the somewhat pe- 
culiar fact that the judgments of the progress and attainments 
of the young are necessarily made by adult persons—those who in 
the whirl of business, or the pressing engagements of social life. 
-have lost, to a considerable extent, their sympathy with and under 
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standing of child life—whose. ideals have been subject to great. 
change, and whose conceptions of fitness no longer correspond with 
those of their earlier life. It is a peculiarity of memory that the 
personally pleasant events are remembered with interest and en- 
laiged upon by the imagination, while matters of more painful 
kinds are much dwarfed after a considerable lapse of time. It 
therefore occurs that the business man who employs a boy in his 
store or factory is greatly surprised at the immaturity and lack of 
intelligence and skill which the boy exhibits, especially when he 
remembers (or thinks he remembers) how intelligent and skillful he 
was at the same age. If he was himself brought up in the country, 
he remembers quite distinctly (or thinks he does) the superiority 
of ihe country boy over the city boy. In the quiet country life the 
school, however poor, was yct the most important and memorable 
institution or event of the year; so he immediately attributes his 
remembered superiority to the training which he had in the old- 
fashioned cistrict school. He leaves out of account all other fac. 
tors il the calculation and assigns an effect to the one cause which 
is alway» uppermost in his own memory. It is also true that the. 
judgmcnts of parents are made upon observation of one or two in- 
stances, and that general conclusions are drawn from deficient data. 

It thus happens that all casual observations of the work of the- 
Public Schools, as exhibited in the children now passing throuzh 
the schools, or wc have recently completed the course of as" uy, 
are subject to these common errors of judgment, and differ quite 
considerably from what would be the matured considerate judgment 
of the same persons when they are placed in positions of responsi- 
bility which require them to be careful and conservative in their 
statements. It is especially easy for persons who have no responsi- 
bility in public matters to pass criticism on the work of public insti- 
tutions. In many instances, these same persons if placed in posi- 
tions of official and personal responsibility, requiring them to in. 
vestigate fully and decide finally on these same questions, would 
change so soon as their new sense of responsibility led them to. 
make careful and thorough investigations. Even teachers who are 
constantly at work in the schools are subject to a constant change of ` 
ideals, and consequently of judgment, of the daily wurk of pupils. As. 
they have progressed in efficiency of teaching, their ideas 
of thoroughness have undergone very great changes and 
the tests which they now apply to their pupils from time. 
to time differ greatly in thoroughness and difficulty from 
those which they gave when they commenced teach- 
ing. Thus, without much reflection, they are frequently quite sur- 
prised that the pupils of the present time do not reach as high a. 
record on the tests which they now present to them as their old-- 
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tire pupils did upon the much less difficult tests which they were 
then accustomed to give them. Superintendents and supervisors 
are subject to the same influences, but to a more limited extent, be- 
cause of the corrective influences of the wider range of their ob. 
s:rvations. However, under the combination of influences originat- 
ing with superintendents, teachers, parents and the general public, 
the children themselves seem to be subjected to pretty rigorous 
treatment and held to a very strict account. Jt is surprising wt.en we 
think of it that any of them finally receive commendation from all 
these sources. 

It has been fashionable in certain quarters, within the last few 
years, to reiterate the statement that children are not so well taught 
as formerly, and do not show as great proficiency in the substantial 
branches of reading, spelling, writing and arithmetic as they did 
formerly; and, especially, to charge that this seeming change has 
come about chiefly through a crowding of the curriculum with 
music, drawing, nature study, civics and similar work, thus reducing 
the time devoted directly to the chief subjects of the old curricu- 
lum—the three R’s, so called. 

I have had occasion to study this matter fully in the last few 
years, and have heard the arguments of both sides quite in detail. 

Those who believe in a limited course of study say it is more im- 
portant to have children thoroughly drilled in reading, writing, arith- 
metic and geography,and thus prepared for what is called business, 
than it is to have them taught any of the elements of the natural sci- 
ences or of art or literature, or any other of those studies which assist 
so much to give general intelligence and to develop common sense 
in affairs. They further claim that the only way to secure satisfac- 
tory results in reading, writing, arithmetic and geography is to 
restrict attention to these and tc devote the entire time of the school 
to drill upon them. 

Persons holding the other view claim that reading, writing and 
arithmetic can best be taught by carrying these subjects hand in 
hand with the elements of other subjects, all of which, taken to- 
gether, make for the broader intelligence; that to teach a child to 
read is not to teach him to call words merely, but to master the 
thought of what he reads as well. It is further held that it is more 
important to give the child a taste for good reading than it is mere- 
ly to fit him to read,and that it is especially valuable to the young to 
have their interests in life broadened and deepened by having them 
know something of and become interested in the world of nature 
and of art and in the courses of conduct which make up so large a 
part of social and domestic life. 

It is not claimed by persons holding this view that the subjects 
of botany, zoology, astronomy and physics should be taught as sucn

or as sciences, in the lower grades; but that some of the commoner 
facts of these subjects should be intertwined with the work in read- 
ing, language and geography, to the end that the entire round of the 
child’s knowledge shall be available for his use, not only as a mat. 
ter of business efficiency, but also as constituting character and the 
means of resisting temptation. 

It is further claimed that the increased intelligence thus created 
by the more liberal treatment so reinforces the child's efforts in 
the regular subjects of reading, writing, arithmetic and geography, 
that he is able with less time devoted to these subjects to make 
really greater progress toward their efficient mastery. I am myself 
fully convinced that this is true; or, if not yet true it will become 
so as soon as teachers have thoroughly mastered the methods of 
teaching all these subjects in such way as to make the infiuence of 
one react favorably upon all the others, and to avoid confusing the 
minds of the pupils by thrusting too many of them upon their at- 
tention at once. 

It seems to me, therefore, that the true problem here is not en- 
tirely one of a course of study, but chiefly one of training in good 
teaching. To learn how to teach well is really a matter of a life- 
time of work, although many persons reach a commendable degree 
of efficiency after a very few years of earnest effort; while some, 
through relaxation of that effort, soon begin to decrease in efficiency, 
because of the failure to continue in mental growth for themselves 
and in sympathy with child life. I have no hesitancy in saying that 
I believe, in a general way, in a liberal course of study. The ten- 
dency of the best thinkers for the last ten, fifteen or twenty years, 
in the profession of teaching, has certainly been toward the enrich- 
ment of the course of the Elementary Schools. 


TESTIMONY OF A VETERAN. 


The report of the State Board of Education for 1895-1896 in- 
cludes a review of the work of the Massachusetts schools during 
the past twenty-five years by Mr. George A. Walton, an Agent 
of the State Board. I suppose that by common consent Mr. 
Walton would be deemed as familiar with the facts and as com- 
petent to judge of their significance as any man living. In mak- 
ing the following extracts from this review I have tried to avoid 
any half statements that might misrepresent his meaning, al- 
though the extracts must of necessity be brief. 


From his report made in 1874-75—“Obsolete things are taught; 
traditional methods are pursued; branches demanded by the times, 
and even those required by statute, are utterly ignored; natural and 
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rational methods of teaching are discounted; and quite often ie 
committed to the hands of the merest novice the interest paramount 
to all others in the community—the children’s education.” 

From his report made in 1881-82: “The grammar schools are 
hampered by the defective training their pupils receive in the lower 
grades. Generally the solicitude of the parent for the advancement 
of his child is less in the child’s earlier years; the regularity of at- 
tendance is less carefully watched by the committee and teachers; 
the wages of primary teachers are relatively low; inexperiencca 
or untrained teachers are oftener placed and incompetent ones 
longer retained in the primary school than elsewhere.” 


Looking back over the period of his service, Mr. Walton com- 


pares the past with the present as follows: 

“At the same time,’—twenty-five years ago—““in many of the 
Massachusetts towns there were buildings of every conceivable type 
that has existed since the earliest settlements were made in the 
wilderness; and many had furnishings to correspond, among them 
seats without backs, where the pupils sat with feet dangling, and 
faces to the wall or glaring light.” “At the time of my first visits in 
the Connecticut valley towns I found but a single child in the 
primary grade of forty or fifty schools visited who knew the name 
of BLADE, as applied to one part of the leaf. I believe this fairly 
illustrates the absence of all teaching of nature at that time in that 
quarter and in the elementary schools of the Commonwealth in gen- 
eral.” 

“The uniform practice twenty-five years ago was to confine the 
pupils to a single book or series of readers till the pieces ceased 
to have any interest to the pupil. To-day, instead of reading one 
book of a grade, the pupil reads many books. As the pupils advance 
from the colloquial style of children’s books to literary productions, 
they take in the sense of what they read vastly better than was for. 
merly done. The public library has become an adjunct to the school 
within the past twenty-five years, and a great service it is doing. 
and especially as a source for reference in the studies the. pupils are 
pursuing. On taking charge of the high school at Lenox, Mr. Har- 
lan Ballard found his pupils not much inclined to reading, though 
the town had a superior library. In connection with the several 
recitations, he took the opportunity to amplify by stating something 
which had been written upon the topic under consideration. Be- 
fore many months had passed, to meet the demand upon the library, 
some of the books named had to be duplicated. Now the free pub- 
lic library, under the provision made by the State in the act of 1890, 
is found in nearly every town.” 

“Written exercises in primary schools were nowhere attempted 
at this time. As an illustration in point, at the Philadelphia Centen- 
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rial Exhibition in 1876 there was sent from Boston a set of slates 
on which children in their fourth year in school, first in the gram- 
mar school, had written their name and age, with date!” 

“Written spelling was not taught till the upper classes were 
reached. Much time was given to spelling orally words far beyond 
the child’s immediate vocabulary; this was at the expense of his 
immediate need. Penmanship was not introduced until the fourth 
or fifth year; the most that was then done was the copying upon the 
siate in Roman type words found in the reader or speller. At pres- 
ent the child is taught his first words in script; and it is not an ex. 
ceptional thing to see children writing with pen and ink full sen- 
tense: at the beginning of their second year in school, and in mary 
schools there are children writing in their first year. To a great ex- 
tent the writing is now outside of the copy books, expressing upon 
paper what has been thought out. In nearly every exercise I ex- 
amined twenty-five years ago in the rural schools there was an en- 
tire absence of any proper use of capitals or marks of punctuation, 
and even later than this many exercises ignored capitals altogether, 
while some commenced all lines with them and others distributed 
them promiscuously through the sentences. With rare exceptions 
was any attempt male to write letters of any kind in these schools, 
except in the highest classes. Now, at a very early age, the pupils 
acquire a legible handwriting. Drawing has contributed largely 
both to the rapidity and beauty of the writing. There has beer 
great advance in the spelling of words in common use, and especial- 
ly those which are in the immediate vocabulary of the child, and 
forms of letter writing are among the first things taught in the first 
and second school years.” 

“The new relations which the language studies and grammar bear 
to each other that mark the period we are considering, are a decided 
gain to the early and later use of language, both spoken and writ- 
ten.”’ 

“There has been, I think, some advance made in the study of arith- 
metic. Thisisa branch that is magnified out of proportion to its mer- 
its either for its practical uses or for its value asa disciplinary study. 
The improvements made are chiefiy in teaching the elementary com- 
binations and in the application of these in performing the funda- 
mental operations, and this I count as a great gain.”’ 

“The study cf geography generally at the time of my entrance 
upon the agency was a s‘udy of words and pictur>s. Within the 
last half of the period of twenty-five years there has been mani- 
fest a newly awakened interest, which, with the changes in the 
methods of teaching the subject and in the manner presented in 
text-books, has revolutionized the teaching of this branch.” 

“Under plans for enriching the grammar school course which 
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have been proposed, there will be a gain both to grammar schools 
and high schools. This enrichment contemplates putting into the 
grammar schools algebra or geometry, perhaps physics and Latin, 
with one modern language. It proposes to have the elements of the 
natural sciences introduced, with a broadening and deepening of 
geography. It must prove a decided advantage to the high school 
curriculum to have the elements of the natural sciences pursued in 
the schools of the lower grades. Professor Agassiz declared that it 
was impossible to have scientific men in this country, for the reason 
that these elements were not studied in our elementary schools. 
The pursuit of these studies by a right method will tend to correct 
the defect in our school system pointed out by Professor Agassiz.” 

“The spirit of the kindergarten has infused itself into the pri- 
mary schools, and is changing the methods that have hitherto pre- 
vailed there, and is providing better means for illustration in their 
work.” 

“The relations of school and teacher, of the teacher and pupil in 
recent years have been undergoing a change favorable to all three. 
The teacher is, more than formerly, in love of the service.” 


TESTIMONY OF FORMER PITTSFIELD SCHOOL COMMITTEES. 


An examination of the reports of former Pittsfield school 
committees reveals the fact that the much narrower course of 
studies then pursued did not secure the perfection in essentials 
so much desired. 

The annual report for 1848 says: —“The committee are con- 
strained to notice the fact, that our teachers in general are not 
thoroughly acquainted with the subjects taught, and the science 
of imparting instruction. There is too much of mere routine 
work—the work of a machine—to the neglect of exciting atten- 
tion, awakening thought, stimulating inquiry, training the rea- 
son, and thus making education not a task but a pleasure. * * 
In some of the schools loud studying has been suffered, without 
need, and always with detriment.” 

According to the following extract from the report for 1857-8, 
the subjects of primary importance were Reading, Spelling, and 
Grammatical Analysis; for which arithmetic, geography, and ev- 
erything else must clear the track: 

“In their visits to the schools and in addressing the scholars, 
the committee have endeavored to impress upon them the 
primary importance of devoting a very large share of the time 
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of the school to training in the strictly elementary branches. 
It is attention to these departments, if any, which teachers have 
undervalued, and in which most of the schools have appeared 
too deficient. In our opinion, it is too plain for argument, that 
training in Reading, Orthography and the Analysis of our 
mother tongue, as taught in elementary treatises on English 
Grammar, is to be uncompromisingly insisted upon. All other 
exercises, although in themselves, in their legitimate places, 
useful and entertaining, which are introduced to the neglect 
of these, should be discountenanced and excluded.” 

In their report for 1863 the Committee confess that it is dif- 
ficult to get teachers to teach so little that no fault can be found 
with that little: “The greatest difficulty is to get Teachers, of 
small experience, to be satisfied to teach, and compel the scholar 
to learn, a little, so that they know ¿hat little at any and all 
times, and under any and all circumstances.” 

The report for 1865, in speaking of irregular attendance, says: 
“This is the prominent element of decline in the schools, both 
primary and advanced. The High Schools cannot be filled, but 
by letting down the standard of qualification for admission to it, 
to suit the weakness of supplv.” 

The standard for admission to the High School in 1866, ac- 
cording to the report of the Committee for that vear, appears to 
have been about the same as is now reached at the end of the 
sixth school year, except perhaps in the matter of parsing: 

“It is believed that committees have uniformly found an un- 
due haste on the part of parents to get their children into the 
High School. This is the greatest possible mistake, unless the 
High School is let down to the Common School standard, when 
it ceases to do, of necessity, just what it was designed to accom- 
plish. Your committee wish it to be distinctly understood, hy 
both teachers and pupils,that to be admitted to the High School 
one must be able to read, spell, and write tolerably well; to parse 
readily simple sentences; to have a good general knowledge of 
geography, and of arithmetic as far as and including vulgar 
fractions.” 

PROVISIONS OF THE PROPOSED NEW SCHOOL LAW. 


An “Act in Relation to School Attendance and Truancy” pre- 
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sented to the Massachusetts legislature of 1898 by the State 
Board of Education, and by that Board recommended for pas- 
sage, provides as follows: The public schools “shall give instruc- 
tion in orthography, reading, writing, English language and 
grammar, geography, arithmetic, drawing, the history of the 
United States, physiology and hygiene, and good behavior. 
Bookkeeping, algebra, geometry, one or more foreign languages, 
the elements of the natural sciences, kindergarten training, man- 
ual training, agriculture, sewing, cooking, vocal music, physical 
training, civil government, and such other subjects as the school 
committee deem expedient, may be taught in the public 
schools.” 


A REASONABLE CONCLUSION. 


Of course, the millennium has not come in education any 
more than in other matters, but it does seem nearer than ever 
before. The cry of “fads” seems to be pretty well answered by 
the following comments of the Pittsfield Committee of 1864, in 
relation to some of the improvements introduced by them:— 

“Our ancestors used wooden plows, and went to mill or to 
meeting in ox-carts, over corduroy roads; carded the wool, spun 
the yarn, wove the cloth, and made the garments for themselves 
and family. Were days in traveling from one part of a state to 
another; weeks and even months were consumed in getting in- 
telligence from one section of the country to another. They 
were healthy, honest and useful in their day. We honor their 
memory. But must we ignore all the advantages of the improve- 
ments in the mechanic arts? May we not avail ourselves of all 
the advantages of water and steam power, and of electricity? No 
one questions or opposes the advancing tide of improvement in 
all material respects. Social, intellectual, educational, and re- 
ligious progress is of slower growth. In these respects we yield 
an unwilling assent to progress, if it involves a change in the 
manner of doing things. We start at an old truth in a new 
garb.” 


IMPORTANCE OF GOOD TEACHING. 


Probably we have as yet only dimly perceived the force of 
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Supt. Jones's statement that the true problem “is not entirely 
one of a course of study, but chiefly one of training in good 
teaching.” 

One of the conditions that seriously affect good teaching is 
the number of pupils in the charge of the teacher. In a recent 
address Mrs. Alice Freeman Palmer urged with great earnestness 
the importance of placing no more than thirty pupils in the 
care of a teacher. In relation to this demand it is an interesting 
fact that last summer 87 per cent. of our pupils were promoted 
in the rooms having no more than 35 pupils, 78 per cent. in the 
rooms having between 35 and 45, and 74 per cent. in the rooms 
having more than 45. I am aware that most of this report thus 
far is made up of quotations; but, as my object is to set forth im- 
portant truths relating to our school work rather than to make 
a reputation for literary ability, I beg leave to introduce the fol- 
lowing concerning the influence of the teaching force from an 
address delivered Dec. 30, 1897, by Hon. Andrew S. Draper, at 
a public meeting of citizens of San Francisco, on “The Crucial 
Test of the Public School System.” 


“It is strange that we need to remind ourselves now and then that 
the end for which the schools exist is not to gratify contractors 
or provide places, but to supply instruction. If anything has stood 
in the way of the fullest development of the schools, it has been 
apparent readiness to accept everything that passed under the name 
of instruction; and the most gratifying sign in the educational heav- 
ens is the closer discrimination with which the people are begin- 
ning to look upon what is done in the schools. And when the peo- 
ple begin to determine the differing values of instruction they come 
to the great question of the organization and supervision of the 
teaching force. | 

There are more persons who want to teach school than there are 
schools to be taught. All the world sympathizes with the young 
persons who are trying to be respectable and are looking for honor- 
able employment. All of the well-disposed will help such persons to 
places when they can, without much reference to adaption to po- 
sition. They think, and not strangely, that the other people must 
look out for that. This is markedly so if the young person is a 
young woman. 

We must take one course or the other in regard to the teaching 
service of the public schools. We may stand indifferent and let 
church politician, club politicians, school politicians, or politicians 
who are not described by a qualifying adjective, neighbors, friends, 
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or relatives, push people with no fibre and little preparation into 
teacher’s positions. We may pay little heed to culture and social 
standing; leave the force with little intellectual nourishment and 
no inspiration; promise a life-tenure to all who get in, regardless 
of qualification or spirit; exert little control and leave the members 
of the body to combine for selfish ends and defy the best sentiment 
of the people whose most precious interests they are ostensibly 
chosen to promote. We all know what the result will be. With the 
passing years there will be no growth in scholarship, or general 
culture, or force of character, or disciplinary power, or teaching 
ability. Without such growth there can be, of course, no public 
school progress. Iron-clad rules will be imposed to keep up a show 
of authority and prevent marked excesses, but the schools will have 
little vitality and less respect, the teaching will be woodeny, and 
matters may be expected to grow worse and worse, with the cer- 
tainty of not being disappointed. 

Or, we may guard admissions, train beginners,lead and inspire the 
common thought, pay according to the expertness of service, pro- 
mote upon the basis of merit, expel the undeserving, and envelop the 
whole vast enterprise in a professional atmosphere, and energize it 
with pedagogical life. Then we may relax rules, encourage original- 
ity without danger, and expect that the spirit of the force will im- 
prove; that the teachers will stand higher in the sentiment of the 
city; that there will be kindness in the management and life in the 
instruction; that the children will be fascinated, and that their 
minds and souls will thrill with new life, which will be felt in the 
homes and give substantial and enduring support to the better life 
of the city. 

There is no problem of larger proportions than that of supervis_ 
ing and leading a teaching force numbering thousands of persons. 
The object is not to secure some good teaching; that could hardly 
be avoided; it is to prevent all bad teaching. This depends upon the 
individuality of each teacher and the harmony and enthusiasm of 
the whole body. The superintendent’s office must know the quali- 
ties of every teacher in the system. High school diplomas, college 
diplomas, normal diplomas, give but inadequate assurance of good 
teaching. Adaptation is all-important; the spirit.is vital. The su- 
perintendent’s office must not only inspect, it must lead. It must be 
considerate and sympathetic, helpful and inspiring. It must have 
authority and it must act justly. Appointments, and promotions, 
and dismissals must be made with a clear head, a kind heart, and a 
strong hand, without fear or favor, but with a determination to 
prevent all bad teaching and lift the whole force to the highest 
plane possible. It is truly surprising how the common sentiment of 
a teaching force fixes the status of each of its own members, and 
how surely that sentiment knows whether the acts of officials spring 
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from merit or from infiuence. In one case the force will be without 
energy, self-confidence, steadiness, or public respect. In the other 
case it will be characterized by fraternal respect and mutual regard, 
and it will show power and versatility, which will uplift the life and 
shape the character of the city. 

Now, how is all this to be brought about? * * + è The whole 
plan must be rearranged so that the citizen who finds a child in an 
unwholesome schoolroom, or under a clumsy or dyspeptic teacher, 
can go down town and find the man who is responsible for it, and 
who can cure the trouble in a day. * * è+ * è The system must 
be so organized that ‘officials of whom great, things are expected will 
have opportunity and encouragement to do good work, and will be 
able to see the results of capable and conscientious work and get 
something of the reward therefor in the esteem of the people about 


them.” 
THE IMPORTANCE OF SUPERVISION. 


In addition to what President Draper has said about super- 
vision, permit me to make one more quotation from Mr. Wal- 
ton’s last report as Agent of the Massachusetts State Board o: 
Education: 

“The superintendent is the principal teacher of all the schools. 
he superintends, to the extent that he makes for the teachers plans 
for the general conduct of the schools, instructs inthe methods, makes. 
courses of studies, and suggests the means for carrying them and 
other measures into effect; he is at once director, adviser and teach- 
er of the teachers. Organization, ¿ncluding classification, is his spec- 
ial work; he classifies, examines and promotes the children. It is his 
business to keep acquainted with schemes for improving the methods 
and means of education. For this purpose he visits other schools, at- 
tends conventions of teachers and superintendents and is a reader of 
books and periodicals pertaining to education.” 

Upon the thoroughness with which these duties are performed 
largely depends the extent to which the school appropriations 
and the efforts of teachers and pupils are used to the best advan- 
tage. 

OPPORTUNITIES FOR PROFESSIONAL IMPROVEMENT. 


In addition to such general and grade meetings as have seem- 
ea desirable and practicable, the special class for the study of 
English Grammar continued its weekly meetings during the 
winter until the subject was completed. I believe that the work 
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of the class was very profitable. Similar studies of other sub- 
jects pursued in our schools might well be undertaken if oppor- 
tunities could be found for them. The annual meeting of the 
Berkshire County Teachers’ Association, held Jan. 8, and the 
Institute at the North Adams Normal School, Oct. 22, under the 
direction of State Agent Fletcher, afforded two very profitable 
days to our teachers. On Saturday, Nov. 6, about half of our 
teachers joined in a delightful excursion to Albany, where the 
Capitol, the State Museum of Natural History, the historic old 
Schuyler Mansion, and other public buildings were visited. 
Some of our teachers also attended summer schools for profes- 
sional improvement. 

We have also been very kindly favored during the year with 
instructive and interesting special addresses upon subjects help- 
ful to our work, as follows: 

Feb. 4. China, Principal Charles A. Byram. 

Oct. 12. Physical Culture and Elocution, Mr. William E. At- 
water. 

Nov. 30. The Indians of the Indian Territory, Hon. Henry L. 
Dawes. 

Dec. 9. Courts of Justice, Hon. Joseph Tucker. 

In addition to the above, Mrs. Bouton gave the teachers three 
talks on “Emergencies,” during the last weeks of April. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


Grammar school graduation exercises were held at the Center 
School and at Stearnsville, and were both interesting and profi- 
table. The programs are given below and show the kind of work 
to which the exercises were devoted, the special subject being 
American history. There were no special exercises at Linden 
Street and Orchard Street, and there was no graduating class at 
Morningside. The number completing the ninth grade was 
somewhat smaller than for the preceding year on account of the 
more rigid requirements insisted upon for two or three years 
past, but the present ninth grade is much larger in consequence 
and will probably form much the largest class that has entered 
the High School. It is gratifying to know that our grammar 
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school graduates show in the first year of the High School the 
beneficial results of stricter requirements and that they seem 
rather encouraged than otherwise to continue their studies.

EVENING SCHOOLS. 


Evening schools were held, as usual, at Russell's, Center, and 
Stearnsville, the membership and attendance being as follows:

The first term began Dec. 28, 1896, and ended March 19, 
1897. The second term extended from Oct. 25 to Dec. 17, 1897. 
Owing to the severe weather of the winter months, it seemed 
best to the Committee to begin the second term earlier in the 
season with the expectation of closing earlier than heretofore. 
During most of the year three teachers were employed at Rus- 
sell’s two at Stearnsville, and one at the Center; but for a part of 
the time there were four teachers at Russell’s and three at 
Stearnsville. An effort has been made to devote time and ai- 
tention to the most important subjects, and a large proncrtion 
of the pupils seem to have been in earnest in their desire to 
improve. 

The number enroled was 17 greater than for the preceding 
year, the average membership 26.9 greater, the average attend- 
ance 18.59 greater,and the per cent. of attendance about one per 
cent. less. While our attendance was 72.39 per cent. of our aver- 
age membership, the average reported for the State was 55 per- 
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cent. The average cost per pupil for the State was $6.24; our 
cost per pupil based on average membership was $8.74 and on 
average attendance $12.08. 

The terms of the evening drawing school have coincided with 
those of the other evening schools. A number of day pupils 
would have attended had the permission of the Committee been 
given, but it seemed best to confine the attendance to those hav- 
ing no other opportunity. The number has not been large, but 
considerable interest has been manifested. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Between six and seven per cent. of our pupils are now in the 
High School. This is a somewhat lower proportion than the 
average for the State, but is easily accounted for by the condi- 
tions under which the High School has been placed for nearly 
three years past. It will no doubt increase in numbers and in 
efficiency in its new and elegant .building. Our greatest hin- 
drance during the last three vears has been the entire absence 
of laboratories, and the work in science has suffered much on 
that account. Had it been known from the first that the new 
building would be delayed so long, this omission would have 
been blameworthy. Under the circumstances, no one should te 
blamed. 

I think the school has made distinct progress in the care given 
to a better training in spelling, the correct use of the English 
language, arithmetic, and geography. While these are entirely 
subordinate to the general aims of the High School, they are 
nevertheless so fundamental that no pupil should graduate from 
‘the school without a creditable knowledge of them. I think the 
-attention given to these subjects has helped rather than hinder- 
ed improvement in the general work of the school. 

At the end of the second term, Mr. Warren T. Cole, a grad- 
uate of Williams College and for several years a student in Ger- 
‘many, was appointed instructcr in German, in place of Miss 
‘Thurotzy, resigned. This places the school in the somewhat un- 
usual position of having five male teachers, or seven counting 
the special instructors in music and drawing, and only three fe- 
male teachers. 
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The teachers and pupils are to be congratulated upon the im- 
proved record of attendance over the previous year. The at- 
tendance increased from 95.76 to 96.16 per cent., while the num- 
ber of days absence decreased from 1778 to 1622, and the cases 
of tardiness from 663 to 491. Considering what the school has 
been called upon to endure since the old building burned nearly 
three years ago, we may congratulate ourselves that it has suf- 
fered so little in its work and its standard. It is probably a bet- 
ter school now than it was then. 

It has not seemed feasible to make permanent changes in the- 
curriculum under the conditions which have existed, and very 
likely changes thought desirable may wisely be deferred until 
the effect of the new surroundings upon the management of the: 
school and the details of instruction become apparent. The 
present course of study is not such as to call for haste in deter- 
mining upon changes. 


THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Four young women completed the course of work at the- 


Training School last June, and began teaching in September. 
While the Committee does not recognize any obligation to em- 
ploy graduates of this school as teachers, it has happened for- 
several years that most of them have been regarded as desirable 
additions to our teaching force. At the present time its gradu- 
ates constitute a considerable majority of our teachers. Al- 
though its course of training is a year less than that required by 
the normal schools, attention is centered upon the acquirements 
most needed in the school room. We have also endeavored to 
insist upon the standard for admission prescribed in the rules of 
the Committee and required by the best normal schools. This. 
has required the rejection of many candidates, but it has increas- 
ed the efficiency of the school and made graduation from it a 
reasonable assurance of fitness to begin the work of teaching. 
Whatever excuse there may be for retaining incompetent teach- 
ers long in the service, there is much less for starting on so ex- 
acting and responsible a career anyone of doubtful scholar- 
ship or undoubted lack of scholarship. A person who is- 
learned may be a poor teacher, but one who is igno-- —

rant can not be a good one. Rather than lower the standard of 
the Training School, I would raise it so that something more . 
than ordinary acquaintance with the common branches would 
be necessary to secure admission. The sooner it is understood 
by all that good teaching requires first class ability, broad and 
exact scholarship, thorough training, continued study, high 
character, and unselfish devotion, the sooner complaints about 
overburdened courses of study, overworked pupils, and unsatis- 
factory results will cease. So important are the interests com- 
mitted to our Training School that the course might well be ex- 
tended to two years. I believe that the school has made progress 
steadily toward these ideals. In her special report, Miss Roach 
speaks highly of the qualifications of the present class of eight 
members and of the earnestness with which they devote them- 
selves to their duties. To a considerable extent the examina- 
tions for admission to the Training School measure the thor- 
oughness of our High School, and I am glad to report evidence 
of increasingly satisfactory results. 


ART AND PATRIOTISM. 


Good behavior is a required subject of instruction in the 
schools of Massachusetts, and refinement is at least as desirable 
and valuable as a knowledge of arithmetic. The life for which 
our children are trained in our schools should be something 
finer and richer than a mercenary struggle for bread and butter 
and money and official position. It is evident that a beautiful 
picture upon a tinted wall suggests a better and happier exis- 
tence than a patch of shattered plastering in the midst of dis- 
mal dinginess. There is no less reason for artistic schoolhouses 
and school rooms and school premises than for artistic 
homes. The prevailing attractiveness of our schools and the 
works of art upon their walls are as truly educational as the 
books in the hands of the pupils or the apparatus in our labor- 
atories. The main additions to the works of art acquired by our 
schools during the past year are as follows: 

Center Grammar.—Napoleon’s Farewell to Josephine, pre- 
sented by the heirs of the Learned estate. 

Linden Street.—Large picture of the Acropolis at Athens and 
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a relief cast entitled The Choir Boys, purchased by the teachers 
and pupils. 

Redfield.—Hight large and beautiful pictures, one for each 
school room. Subjects: Mother and Child from Sistine Ma- 
donna; Angels’ Heads, Joshua Reynolds; Halt in the Desert, 
Schreyer; Aurora, Guido; Sea View off the Cornwall Coast; 
Jungfrau from Interlaken; Statue of King Arthur, from the 
group about the tomb of Maximilian at Innsbruck; Lincoln 
Cathedral, England,—presented by Mrs. Charles B. Redfield. 

Russell. —Crayon portrait of Mr. Solomon L. Russell, for 
whom the building is named, presented by Mrs. S. N. Rus- 
sell; casts of Thorwalsden's Night and Morning, presented hy 
the teachers and pupils. 

Briggs.—A marble bust of Governor George N. Briggs, exe- 
cuted by Henry Dexter of Cambridge, Mass.; a portrait of Gen- 
etal Henry Shaw Briggs, a son of Gov. Briggs and for several 
yeas a member cf the Pittsfield School Committee; a portrait 
of George P. Briggs, also a son of Gov. Briggs and a prominent 
citize:: of Pittsfield; and a portrait of President Garfield, all of 
which werc the gifts of Mrs. George P. Briggs. 

The teachers and pupils of the High School have 
managed with conspicuous success a series of three high 
class concerts for the purpose of purchasing for the 
school a grand piano. They have thereby contributed to | 
their own artistic improvement not only through the 
use of a beautiful musical instrument but also through the 
means by which it has been obtained. The diploma and medal 
awarded the High School at the World's Columbian Exposition 
have been appropriately framed and placed in the new building, 
a similar diploma and medal awarded to our elementary schools 
being framed and placed in the Superintendent’s office. Ad- 
ditional works of art for the High school have been promised. 
An informal exhibition of High School drawings and sketches 
in water colors at the Superintendent's office last summer indi- 
cated that, as the result of the training they have received, the 
pupils of our High School also produce works of art. 

At the opening of the High School, Dec. 27, a large and beau- 
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tiful American flag was presented to the school by Mr. William 
H. Chamberlain, Mr. Oliver L. Wood, and Mr. James Kittle, 
with the request that it be committed to the care of a committee 
of scholars of the school. 


At Christmas Mrs. Mary J. Brewster presented to 
the city for the use of the High School, through Mayor 
Walter F. Hawkins, the very valuable set of official records of 
the Rebellion. The letter accompanying the gift is made a part 
of this report, that it may remain as a record and explanation of 
the nature of the gift and for the interesting biographical in- 
formation which it will preserve. 


To His Honor, the Mayor of Pittsfield: 


I herewith present to the City of Pittsfield for the use of the 
High School and to be retained in the school department, a set 
of volumes, being “The War of the Rebellion, a compilation of 
the official records of the Union and Confederate armies.” They 
were originally received by my husband, through the courtesy 
of the Hon. Henry L. Dawes, United States Senator, in apprecia- 
tion of the services of Mr. Brewster in aiding in the collection of 
the names of the soldiers of the Union which appear upon the 
soldiers’ monument in Pittsfield. 

This gift I make as a memorial of my late husband, Henry 
Badger Brewster, who was greatly interested in the welfare of 
Pittsfield. He enlisted on Nov. 19,1862, in the 49th Mass. regi- 
ment, and shortly after received his commission as quartermaster 
with the rank of lieutenant, serving under Col. W. F. Bartlett in 
the Department of the Gulf. Mr. Brewster was born in Lenox 
April 14, 1824, the son of Dr. John Milton Brewster, and died 
in Pittsfield, Oct. 14,1888. He received his education at the 
Lenox and Westfield academies, afterward teaching at Hadley 
and Pittsfield. During his residence in Pittsfield his services 
as a singer were greatly appreciated, and he was a memLer of the 
choir of the First church for years. He was also a member of 
the Housatonic company of the Pittsfield volunteer fire depart- 
ment. This disposition of these volumes, I believe, would be in 
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harmony with his wishes, and in accord with his great interest in 
the educational privileges of Pittsfield.

In accordance with the recommendation of Governor Roger 
Wolcott, March 4, 1897, was made the occasion for explaining 
and impressing upon the pupils the significance of the ceremon- 
les attending the inauguration of William McKinley as Presi- 
dent of the United States and for commemorating the life and 
services of John Adams of Massachusetts, the successor of Wash- 
ington in the presidential office, the day being also the centen- 
nial anniversary of his inauguration in 1797. These exercises 
undoubtedly added to the enthusiasm with which President Mc- 
Kinley was received when he visited this city Friday, Sept. 24, 
1897. 

March 9, 1897, at the Methodist Church was given a concert 
in aid of the Home Work, under the direction of Supervisor E. 
C. Smith, in which the pupils of the public schools took a prom- 
inent part. The pupils also furnished, under Mr. Smith’s direc- 
tion, the singing for the exercises of the G. A. R. on Decoration 
Day. 


DEDICATORY EXERCISES AT SOLOMON L. RUSSELL SCHOOL. 


Dedicatory exercises were held in the lower hall of the school 
at 2 p. m. Friday, May 28, 1897, and were of great interest to 
the large audience present. The following was the program, to- 
gether with singing, recitations, and other suitable exercises pre- 
pared by the pupils:

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In the absence of Mr. S. N. Russell, Mr. H. S. Russell of the 
Common Council gave an account of the connection of Mr. Sol- 
omon L. Russell with the early development of the public 
schools of Pittsfield. In the absence of Mayor Hawkins, Presi- 
dent George W. Smith, of the Board of Aldermen, spoke on be- 
half of the City Government. Upon request, interesting re- 
- marks were also made by Mr. F. A. Smith and Mr. F. F. Read, 
representatives of the School Committee on the City Building 
Committee, and by Mr. John R. Feeley, of the building commit- 
tee under whom the construction of the building was begun. For 
the following brief sketch I am indebted to Mr. W. B. Rice. 


SOLOMON L. RUSSELL. 


This name has heen given to one of our principai schools to 
honor one who was a fast friend of public education, and worked 
effectively for it. He came tc Pittsfield in 1827, residing here 
till his death in 1882. He came from Northampton where free 
schools were liberally supported to Pittsfield where public educa- 
tion received but meagre support. He was a public spirited cit- 
izen, taking an active part in all questions of public interest. His 
manifest interest in public schools led to his being chosen as 
prudential committee. The money and influence of the com; 
munity were then largely given to the support of private schools. 
Even the money raised by taxation for the support of public 
schools was regularly distributed among the patrons of private 
schools to be used in paying the tuition bills of their children. 

Mr. Russell set himself squarely against this misuse and abuse 
of public funds. His attitude provoked the hostility of many 
who had profited by this abuse. He insisted, in spite of vigorous 
opposition, that money raised by taxation for the support of pub- 
lic schools should be applied to support public schools. As the 
most feasible and ready way to effect his purpose, he agreed with 
the management of two private schools, (one located near the 
place where Coogan’s Tannery now stands, the other at the West 
Part,) that the money should be divided between them, on the 
express condition that these two schools should be made free ta 
all comers to the limit of their capacity. For this distinct ser- 
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vice to the cause of public education, and for his uniform and ef- 
‘fective services generally in the same direction, the School Com- 
mittee has chosen to honor him in the manner above mentioned. 


DEDICATORY EXERCISES AT REDFIELD SCHOOL. 


These were held in the lower hall of the school building, Fri- 
day, June 11, at 2 o’clock p. m. The program consisted of the 
following papers and addresses interspersed with recitations, 
singing, and other school exercises by the pupils.

After the interesting program had been completed Mr. W. B. 

Rice, Chairman of the School Committee, Mr. John R. Feeley 
and Mr. H. W. Partridge, members of the original building com- 
mittee, Mr. F. A. Smith, and Mr. F. F. Read of the School 
and Building Committees and Dr. W. M. Mercer of the School 
Committee responded to the call of the Superintendent with in- 
teresting and profitable remarks appropriate to the occasion. 
For the following outline of the life and services of Mr. Redfield, 
for whom the building was named, I am indebted to Mr. Adam’s 
paper. 
CHARLES B. REDFIELD. 

In 1867 Charles B. Redfield came to Pittsfield to make his 
home here. In September 1876 he died. Of these less than ten 
years of his life, more than six were spent in public service as a 
member of the School Committee. He made an ideal committee 
man. Not only was he punctilious in his attendance at the 
meetings of the committee, but he visited the schools, knew ex- 
actly what was being done in them and informed himself of the 
qualifications of the teachers by personal acquaintance with 
them. Fortified with this knowledge his suggestions for 
the constant bettering of the work done in the schools met with 
deserved attention. 
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II. 
ATTENDANCE. 


Unless school buildings, courses of study, methods of work, 
and the general management of the schools keep pupils in at- 
tendance,the attempt to educate them must be largely unsuccess- 
ful, whatever may be the particular merits of the system. On 
the other hand, prompt and general attendance secured without 
undue compulsion indicates that pupils like to be in school, that 
their health is reasonably good, and that they are probably mak- 
ing fair progress in their studies. The interest taken by pupils, 
teachers, and superintendents in statistics of attendance should 
not be looked upon as useless juggling with figures but as evi- 
dence of interest in their work and solicitude for its success. 
These statistics are not altogether unlike the indications of the 
engineer’s gauges in determining what is being accomplished 
and what course ought to be pursued. Altogether, considerable 
time is devoted to statistics of attendance; but aside from the 
fact that they are necessary for the state and national reports, 
their effect upon the school work would amply justify the atten- 
tion given to them. 

Some of the hindrances to good attendance are almost entirely 
beyond the control of teachers and pupils. Others, that may at 
first seem beyond control, are so only to a limited extent. Sick- 
ness may be the result of the weather or unavoidable contagion. 
It may also result from school rooms too warm or too cold, 
windows opened on the pupils, drafts of air, lack of pure air, 
insufficient clothing, neglect of cleanliness, unquarantined con- 
tagious diseases and numerous other causes chiefly within the 
control of those who bestow the requisite care. Poor attend- 
ance in a particular school may, or may not, therefore indicate 
defects in its management. 

In the State report, Berkshire Couny shows 62 per cent. of 
towns having less than 90 per cent of attendance, the poorest 
record of any county in the State. Concerning this fact, the re- 
port says: “The place of Berkshire in the list is easily accounted 
for. Many of the schools in its hill towns are small, the children 
often have great distances to walk, the roads are frequently dif- 
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ficult to travel and in storms sometimes impassable, and the con- 
ditions in general make a high rate of attendance impracticable.” 
In considering our record, it should be remembered that as far 
as size and location are concerned 12 of our schools are typical 
country schools and subject to the disadvantages suggested in 
the State report. The influence of the winter storms and the 
spring rains upon attendance is shown in the following compar- 
ison:

It may be suggested that such a showing as this is of no value 
inasmuch as we cannot control the wintry blasts and the spring 
showers. Of course we cannot. But, knowing the seasons when 
colds and other avoidable sickness are most likely to interfere 
with attendance, extra effort ought to be made at those seasons 
to reduce the interference to a minimum by all means available 
without coddling the pupils and destroying their capacity for 
endurance. 

In considering our record, it should also be remembered that 
our per cent. of attendance would be increased if we had counted 
our belonging pupils as all present on legal holidays, which the 
State rules of registration would permit. 


COMPARISONS. 


With 1896. Compared with the preceding year, there was an 
increase of 134 in enrolment, 9 in the number under 5 years of 
age, 24 in the number over 15 years of age, 101 in the number 
between 5 and 15, 97 in the number between 8 and 14, 83 in the 
number of boys, 51 in the number of girls, 92.68 in the average 
membership, 100.22 in the average attendance, 42 in the per 
cent. of attendance, 103 in the cases of tardiness, 26 in the num- 
ber perfect in attendance and punctuality for the entire year, 
and 39 in the number perfect two terms. There was a decrease 
of 1751.5 in the number of cases of tardiness, of 62 in the cases 
of truancy, 1 in the number perfect in attendance for one term, 
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and 167 in the number of cases of corporal punishment. The 
number of cases of corporal punishment last year was 507 less 
than the number reported for 1894. Two more rooms than last 
year had over 95 per cent. of attendance. In no case did the 
average membership fer the year exceed 50 for a single teacher. 

The number of cases of tardiness for 1897 is 103 greater than 
for 1896, but the increase is not so great as the increased at- 
tendance would justify. In 1897 the number of cases of tardi- 
ness for each pupil in attendance was 1.82, against 1.85 in 1896. 
The record per pupil is therefore a little better for 1897. It is 
worth noting that in both years the average pupil was tardy less 
than twice during the entire school year. 

With the County and the State. In the per sent. of attend- 
ance to number of children between 5 and 15, we are 7th among 
the towns of Berkshire County and 172nd among the 353 towns 
of the State, our per cent. being .8527. This places us 5th 
among the 31 cities. 

In per cent. of attendance to average membership, a better 
record than ours is shown by 5 of the 32 towns in Berkshire 
‘County, by 13 of the 31 cities of the State, and by 97 of the 353 


Massachusetts towns. The average per cent. for the County and 
for the State was 92, ours was 92.75. 


With “the former times” One of the most noticeable and 
‘constant features of the reports of the Pittsfield School Com- | 
mittee thirty or forty years ago was the annual and eminently 
appropriate lamentation over the general irregularity of attend- 
ance that then prevailed. 

The report for 1857-8, the earliest which I find in the office, 
‘contains the following: “Our satisfaction in contemplating the 
beneficent plan and its happy result is clouded by the unwel- 
come knowledge that in the whole experience of its friends, so 
many are still indifferent to, and neglectful of the privilege 
which it affords. Witness the lamentable AVERAGE of attend- 
ance; the practical nullity of the provisions of law made to en- 
force attendance, and the accessory crime of parents and guar- 
dians who do not secure the attendance of those for whom the 
bountiful provision has been made by the people. This 1s no 
new complaint, and the reiteration of it, though acknowledged 
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by all to be only just, may be regarded as sure to be attended by 
no future improvement.” 

According to the report for 1868-9, the average attendance 
was 1276, the aggregate number of days belonging 291,412, the 
aggregate number of days attendance 245,380, the number of 
days of absence 46,032, and the number of cases of tardiness 
15,855. This made Pittsfield rank 11th among the 32 towns of 
Berkshire County and 268th among the 335 towns of the State 
To make the comparison more vivid, I give the statistics for 
1868-9 as they would have appeared had the number in attend- 
ance then been as great as it ' as in 1897.

We had last year less than half as many days of absence as 
might have been expected 40 years ago, about one-seventh as 
many cases of tardiness, and eight and a half better per cent. of 
attendance. Besides making this conspicuous improvement over 
our own record, we have moved up considerably nearer the head 
of the line in Berkshire County and among the towns of Massa- 
chusetts. f 

Among the more hopeful words in these old reports were the 
following found in the annual report for 1857-8: “No better test 
of the estimation in which it”—+the High School—“is held by 
those best qualified to judge of its merits, can be presented than 
is exhibited in the average attendance, which for the year has 
reached the extraordinary mark of more than 91 per cent., it 
having been for the first term 85, the second 94, and the third 
term about 93 per cent.” 

The High School for the last year cannot object to being 
measured by the same standard, its per cent. of attendance be- 
ing for the year 96.16, for the first term 95.74, for the second 
95.67, and for the third term 96.93. 
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II. 
SCHOOL PROPERTY. 
BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


While it has been impossible with the appropriation given us 
to furnish books and supplies with the liberality shown in many 
places, we have been able, I think, to fairly meet all urgent de- 
mands. We have not been obliged, as in some former years, 
to wait until January for books and supplies needed in Septem- 
ber. We have placed in several schools new encyclopedias and 
in a number of schools maps and globes. Considerable new 
reading matter has been supplied and a fair addition made to 
the High School library to supply the places of the books burned 
in the old building. The High School has also been supplied 
with such chemical and physical apparatus as was required for a 
beginning in laboratory work. The Committee has adopted dur- 
ing the year Scudder’s New History of the United States, the 
New Franklin Advanced Arithmetic, and the first and second 
books of the Educational Music Course. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


Jan. 26, the Fenn Street School was closed by order of the 
Board of Health, on account of diphtheria. While there was no 
evidence that the school building was at fault, it was thoroughly 
renovated and disinfected. It was at the same time kalsomined 
and thereby greatly improved in appearance. The pupils’ desks 
on the lower floor have also been rearranged to secure better 
hygienic conditions. The roofs at Morewood and West Pitts- 
field were shingled during the summer vacation. The steps at 
Stearnsville have been relaid and the basement cemented. Near 
the beginning of the fall term the boilers at Fenn street, Red- 
field, Center, Pontoosuc and Orchard Street were repaired and 
changed to meet the requirements of the State District Police. 

The fuel house at the West Part School which burned 
since this term began, will be rebuilt at once. The grounds at the 
Redfield School have during the past season illustrated what our 
school grounds should be, although the Committee had not 
fully executed its plans there. The sidewalk on Elizabeth 
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Street in front of the premises has added much to the comfort 
of the pupils and the appearance of the grounds. At the Sol- 
omon L. Russell School the grounds have been graded and pro- 
vided with concrete walks. At this school, as at the Redfield, 
the space between the schoolhouse and the street is devoted 
to lawn. The grounds at the Briggs School have been graded, 
seeded, and provided with walks by the Building Committee, 
and the grounds about the High School are to be left in similar 
condition. The School Committee have graded and seeded 
the Fenn Street lot and laid concrete walks where needed. Con- 
crete walks have been laid from the street to the Morningside 
building and about the entrances. A concrete walk has been 
laid from the street to the entrance of the Pontoosuc School. 
The grounds at Stearnsville have been enclosed. At Stearns- 
ville and Pontoosuc the space between the street and the school- 
house has been devoted to lawn. The planting of trees on the 
school grounds has been continued. These improvements 
have almost entirely changed the appearance of the school 
grounds of the city from desolate and forbidding wastes to 
pleasant and attractive spaces in harmony with private premises 
on the streets where they are situated. Excepting Linden 
Street, Orchard Street, and Morningside, none of the main 
schools of the city will be next summer, as they have been here- 
tofore, conspicuous for the unattractive condition of their 
grounds. The grounds about the one-room schools are now 
rather attractive than otherwise. 

Storm windows have been put on the west windows of the 
four western windows at the Redfield School. The eight 
schoolrooms at Redfield were kalsomined in carefully selected 
colors during the summer vacation by the generosity of the 
children of Mr. Redfield, after whom the building was named, 
and at the same time the School Committee decided to complete 
the tinting for the entire building. Picture moldings have 
been provided for the Briggs School, Fenn Street, and Pontoosuc. 
Pupils’ desks have been purchased for the lowest room at the 
Solomon L. Russell School and for the corresponding rooms 
at Redfield and Briggs. Closets for books and materials have 
been provided for the second-floor rooms at Linden Street. 
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THE BRIGGS SCHOOL. 


The new school building at the corner of West and John 
streets built to take the place of the old two-room John Street 
building and named in honor of Governor George N. Briggs, 
wis opened for school purposes at the beginning of the last fall 
term. It contains six school rooms, three on each floor, a prin- 
cipal’s room, and two other small rooms for the use of teachers 
and such other purposes as occasion may demand. On each floor 
is a toilet room for each sex, and suitable provision is made for 
pupils’ wraps. The closets are automatic and the fixtures are of 
the best. The urinals are of slate and the closet floors of con- 
crete. Faucets and bowls are also placed in the halls. Fach 
school room is provided with a closet for books and materials. 
The basement contains large play rooms in addition to the rooms 
devoted to the heating apparatus. The building is heated by 
steam, indirect in the school rooms and direct in other portions 
of the building where the effect is likely to be morc satisfactory. 
The system of heating and ventilating is aided by a fan in the 
attic, and is controlled by the use of the Johnson temperature 
regulating system. There is a main entrance from West Street 
and two pupils’ entrances on South John Street. The exterior 
is of red brick, trimmed with light stone. The interior is fin- 
ished with southern pine, the walls being tinted in tasteful col- 
ors. T'he pupils’ desks in five of the reams are of the corchina- 
tion pattern furnished by the U. S. Furniture Co., one room be- 
ing seated with Chandler adjustable chairs and desks. The 
blackboards are of slate throughout. The frontispiece cut 
shows the general appearance of the building. For the follow- 
ing sketch, I am indebted to Mr. Linnehan, of the School Com- 
mittee 


GEORGE NIXON BRIGGS. 


Governor Briggs wa3 born at South Adams, among the hills of 
Berkshire on the twelfth dav of April, 179€. Me was a member 
of the United States Congress for twelve vears and declined a re- 
nomination. He was one of the Justices of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas six years, and Governor of the Commonwealth from 
1844 to 1851, also declining a re-nomination. He died at his 
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home on West Street, within a few rods of the new Briggs 
School, September twelfth, 1861. 

A President of Williams College said of him:—“Governor 
Briggs comprehended most fully and sustained most earnestiy 
the fundamental principle of free education, and it may be add- 
ed of republican freedom—that the children of the State shall 
be so far educated by the property of the State as to be qualified 
fer the duties of citizenship.” 


THE NEW HIGH SCHOOL. 


The new High School is a beautiful and commodious struc- 
ture, situated between the Common and Second Street, planned 
for the accommodation of six hundred pupils but capable of re- 
ceiving a larger number if necessary. There are five entrances, 
two from Second Street, one from the Common upon which the 
building fronts, one on the north, and one on the south. A 
main hall connects the north and south entrances, and from this 
extend halls to the Second Street entrances and tv the rooms 
west of the main hall toward the Common. The same arrange- 
ment of halls is followed on the second and third floors, and 
with some modifications in the basement. The building is thus 
in a sense divided into east and west sections. Fast of the main 
halls and occupying the middle of the building is the auditor- 
ium reaching from the first floor to the roof, having a smali 
stage on the end toward the main hall, and a gallerv at the east. 
This room is lighted from the east and by a sky-light. It is 
seated with opera chairs of excellent design from the factories 
of Northville, Mich., and seats 702. Its artificial light is from 
the sides. The room is almost perfect in its acoustic properties, 
and is admirable in many ways. North and south of the audi- 
torium, on the first and second floors are class rooms. accommo- 
dating 48 pupils each, with closets for books and materials. On 
the third floor the space south of the auditorium is occupied by 
the physical and chemical laboratories, and a dark room con- 
necting with the chemical laboratory. On the north is the 
drawing room, provided with cases for materials, a set of slid- 
ing blackboards, and with adjustable drawing tables from the 
Washburn Shops at Worcester. The northeast room is reserved 
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for future needs. The basement has a room for gymnastics or 
manual training under the auditorium, bicycle rooms on the 
southeast and northeast, and connecting rooms on the sides. 

The northwest and southwest corner rooms on all floors are 
class rooms or suitable for that use. West of the north and 
south entrances on the first and second floors are toilet rooms- 
for the pupils, and over them on the third floor are teachers’ 
rooms. Opening from the halls running west from the main 
hall are recitation rooms on the first and second flcors, and on 
the third floor above them apparatus rooms connecting with the 
lecture room between them. Opening from the western or main 
entrance, are the Principal’s office on one side and the reception ` 
room on the other. Above the entrance hall and these rooms is a 
large library and above that the lecture room. The cloak rooms 
adjoin the class rooms. 

The auditorium, the library, and the halls are finished in oak, 
and the class rooms and laboratories in southern pine. The 
walls are tinted in pleasing colors. The pupils’ desks are of 
cherry, partly the Chandler Adjustable, and partly the Orion. 
The teachers’ desks are of oak. The tables are of oak and fur- 
nished by the Derby Desk Co. The recitation rooms are to be 
seated with opera chairs like those in the auditorium, with the 
addition of folding writing tablets. The electric light fixtures 
are simple in style and are designed to be as unobtrusive as is 
compatible with satisfactory service. The cases, laboratory 
tables, and in general all the workmanship, fixtures,and furnish- 
ings are intended to be the most perfect and suitable that were 
obtainable. 

The building is heated by steam, indirect in most of the 
important rooms but supplemented by direct radiation. The 
two boilers are placed under the front entrance, the air being 
tempered on its first admission to the flues and carried to the 
several rooms by fans in the basement and in the attic. The 
temperature for the individual rooms is regulated by supple- 
mentary coils connecting with thermostats according to the 
Johnson temperature regulating system. All the rooms are welt 
lighted, the laboratories and the drawing room on the third floor 
having sky light wholly or im part. 
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The building is 135 by 137 feet in size, of stately and graceful 
architectural appearance. The material is light brick trimmed 
with marble and terra cotta. The general effect is singularly 
harmonious and suggestive of artistic ideals. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The old Silver Lake building, which has been used for a num- 
ber of years past only because of necessity, was abandoned when 
the new High School was occupied. It will be useful for storage 
purposes. The Redfield and Solomon L. Russell Schools are 
now fully occupied, and the same will be the case at the Briggs 
School at the opening of the next term. It is now apparent 
that the Briggs School should have had eight rooms instead of 
six. There is some available room at the Center and there are 
three unoccupied rooms on the lower floor at the High School. 
It is evident that the time is not distant when the demand for 
additional room will become imperative. 

The Orchard Street Grammar School is now the only one of 
our large buildings that is not in good condition. It is probably 
not worth repairing, and if repaired would probably prove as in- 
adequate for the needs of that part of the city as the old Rus- 
sell’s and Elizabeth Street buildings would now be had they 
been repaired as was urged by some. The Morningside School 
is full and before long the growth of the Morningside region 
would make it desirable to transfer a portion of the Morning- 
side pupils to Orchard Street, were there a building at that point 
large enough to receive them. A new building begun now would 
hardly be ready for use before the beginning of the twentieth 
century. Is it too early to ask that a new building in place of 
the present one be undertaken without much delay? The in- 
conveniences to which the schools have been subjected for the 
want of the new buildings recently occupied should teach us the 
folly of waiting until all our available room is crowded before 
the first steps for relief are taken. The distribution of the Cen- 
ter School in attics, unventilated and crowded offices, and dis- 
tant buildings has formed an instructive climax to the disorga- 
nizing experiences of the past three years. The value of the new 
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buildings would have been still greater had they been ready for 
use when the old buildings failed to answer the city’s needs.

In my last annual report I mentioned the fact that our expen- 
diture per pupil for 1896 was $4.76 less than the average for the 
State given in the latest report of the State Board of Education, 
and that it would have required an addition of $16,528 to our 
appropriation had our expenditure per pupil equaled the aver- 
age for the State. Our expense per pupil for the year 1897 was 
£-1.44 less than the last reported average for the State and our 
total expenditure for the year was $15,829 less than the average 
pe: pupil for the entire State would have required. 

In a graduated table in the annual report of the State Board 
for 1895-1896, “in which all the towns in the State are numeri- 
cally arranged according to the comparative amounts of money 
appropriated by them for the education of each child in the av- 
erage membership of the public schools,” Pittsfield ranks as the 
lowest of all the cities and as the 228th among the 353 towns. 
In commenting upon the significance of this table, the State 
report commends it as “making known in a comparative way 
just how the towns stand in what they spend upon each person 
actually in attendance upon the public schools. In a graduated 
table “in which all the towns in the state are numerically ar- 
ranged according to the percentage of their taxable property 
appropriated for the support of the public schools for the year 
1895-1896,”the latest comparison available, Pittsfield stands 
209th among the 353 towns.

Louise M. Patten died January 18, 1898, aged 55 years. 


She was born in Lanesboro, and graduated in 1862 from Mrs. 
Willard’s famous school, the Troy Female Seminary. Her name 
appears in the report of the School Committee for 1868-9 as a 
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teacher of the Pontoosuc Intermediate School, and she was suc- 
cessively Principal of the Orchard Street Grammar School, the 
South Grammar School, and the Center Grammar School. She 
was about to begin her work as Principal of the Center Gram- 
mar classes transferred to the new High School, when her 
strength failed and she passed from her labors here to life eter- 
nal. She had for some time past recognized a partial failure of 
her powers and had spared herself as much as her duties per- 
mitted. Twice she was compelled to leave the school room af- 
ter such prostration as alarmed her fellow teachers, before she 
consented to interrupt the work which she knew how to do so 
well and which she felt so anxious to accomplish. After a lit- 
tle she seemed to regain her strength rapidly and was expecting 
to resume her duties soon, when she suffered an apoplectic 
stroke from which she never recovered. The schools of the city 
were closed on the afternoon of her funeral, which was at- 
tended in a body by the pupils of the Center Grammar School, 
the teachers of the city, and the School Committee. The church 
was filled with her friends and former pupils. Her casket was 
bright and beautiful with the floral tributes of her pupils and 
fellow teachers. The following resolutions expressive of the re- 
spect of the teachers of the city for her memory were read at the 
service, with the minutes adopted by the School Committee. 

Whereas, Miss Louise M. Patten, our beloved friend and fellow 
teacher, having finished her course of life, has been called by the Al- 
mighty to the Higher Existence, therefore, — 

Resolved, That we, to whom her school life has been an inspira- 
tion and to whom the nobility of her character has been particularly 
manifested, tender to the bereaved family our warmest sympathy in 
this their hour of deepest grief and sorrow. 

Resolved, That her faithful ard successful labors have been to us 
an encouragement and an example; that her cheerful manner has. 
brightened our pathway; that her constancy and strength have add- 
ed dignity and power to our work; and that our asociations with 
her will remain an inheritance rich and enduring. 

Resolved, That the general recognition of the value of her ser- 
_ vices and the universal respect paid to her memory constitute a 
grateful assurance that fidelity to duty and unselfish devotion are 
so written in human hearts and lives that they cannot perish, and

that in them there is great reward. 
° Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be transmitted to her 
family and presented tc the press for publication.

I. 
REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent: 

Dear Sir:—In response to your request, I herewith submit the 
following report of the High School for the year 1897: 

In my report a year ago, I took occasion to say that I should 
have some recommendations to make this year. At that time I 
expected that the school would be in its new building before the 
end of the year. I hope to submit some plans for your consid- 
eration in the near future. I am persuaded that a larger list of 
elective studies would be of considerable value to the school. It 
is a mistaken idea that all pupils care for, or are interested in 
the same studies. Fully three-fourths of our pupils have some 
definite plan in mind when they have finished the second year 


of their course. 
Our work in general, while fully as good as for the past two 


years, has hardly been up to the standard which there is rea- 
son to hope we may attain in the future. The work in science 
has suffered more than any other department. The necessity of 
having large classes, and little or no apparatus have conspired 
to make our work theoretical in the extreme. As soon as our 
science rooms are ready, an effort will be made to make this de- 
partment second to none in the school. I hope to be able to 
report differently next year. 

Our work in the languages is thoroughly good. In French 
and German, the school is doing perhaps the best work it has 
ever done. The only need in these branches is a separate class 
composed of those who are going to college. Our work is too 
much of a grammatical and conversational character, to be of 
the greatest good to those to whom more rapid reading is pre- 


ferable. 
During the coming year, we shall endeavor to get the patrons 
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and friends of the school to take greater interest in our work 
than ever before. We shall keep “open house” on Friday. An 
invitation has been extended to parents and others to be present 
during the singing hour, and later to attend the recitations. We 
hope to have several lectures and talks given by professional 
men. To these, also, the friends of the school will be invited. 
Two or three have already consented to read papers bfore the 
school. 

In spite of the difficulties of the past vear, the attendance has 
been the best of any year since the school has been under the 
present management. The number of cases of tardiness has been 
less also. There is yet chance for improvement, and we shall 
make a persistent effort to do better the coming year. 

The work of the teachers has been uniformly faithful, consci- 
entious and in perfect harmony. While the above has been true 
ever since I have been connected with the school, yet there has 
never been a time when it has been more so than at present. To 
this fact can be attributed much of the good spirit of the school. 

I can not refrain from again making mention of the almost 
universal courtesy of the student body towards their teachers. 
Perhaps the ideal in this respect will never be reached, but when 
there is a pronounced feeling, on the part of the pupils, to re- 
gard their teachers as guides, counsellors, and friends, not as 
drill-sergeants and task masters, a long way towards the ideal 
has been reached. 

In closing, I desire personally and in behalf of my teachers, 
to thank you and the members of the School Board for the in- 
terest you have taken in our work,—an interest which in many 
ways has been of a most substantial sort.

To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 

Dear Sir:—I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the Training School for the year ending Dec. 17, 1897. 

The work this year began under most favorable auspices. 
The hearty co-operation of the parents, thefaithful, earnest work 
of our teachers has helped to promote the interest and progres» 
manifested in all the grades. 


Those in authority deemed it best for all those who might 
desire help from our school, that only young women possessing 


the necessary requisites to perform the various duties assigned 
to the pupil teachers taking the year’s course would be allowed 
to enter the Training School. 

Several persons applied but only four were successful in pas- 
sing the examination. This class having completed the course 
of study and practice, graduated with honors in June. 

The class of 98 numbers eight young women. Owing to the 
care exercised by the School Board in selecting good material, 
this class promises to be the most efficient that it has ever been 
my privilege to instruct. 

The drawing under the supervision of Mr. Denison has been 
greatly enjoyed by the pupils and teachers. Excellent results 
have been obtained from all the grades. 

Mr. Smith has been helpful in his work as musical instructor. 
We have as yet only a small library; any donations to it would be 
thankfully received. 

The work of the pupil teachers for the first half of the year 
has been similar to that outlined last year. The earnest endeav- 
ors of the members of the Training class to accomplish the 

tasks assigned to them have been very gratifying. Your helpful 
talks to this class have been exceedingly beneficial. To the 
- members of the School Board, the parents and all others who 
have aided in making this year’s work so successful we return 
grateful acknowledgments.

REPORT OF EVENING SCHOOL AT RUSSELLS. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools: 
Dear Sir:—The Russell Evening School has been in session 
eighteen weeks during the year 1897. The report for the term 
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beginning December 28, 1896, and ending March 19, 189%, is 
as follows:

The school opened with so large an attendance as to make the 
assistunce of a fourth teacher imperative. The peculiar con- 
dition in which the pupils that make up an Evening School 
are, make individual instruction necessary. It has been our aim 
io “locate” each pupil, so that his own improvement may be 
watched, and that he may not retard the progress of his neigh- 
bor. 

I would suggest that all desiring to attend the evening school 
be required to obtain a permit from the Superintendent before 
entering. A large number of the names which appear on our 
register represent individuals who, unable to find a convenient 
place to pass an evening, wander into the school in the hope 
that they muy find the fun that they seek. Such an elemert 
causes endless annoyance to the teachers and has a tendency to 
lessen the ardor of otherwise earnest pupils. Many cities require — 
a nominal sum of money to be deposited with the Superinten- 
dent, returnable at the end of the season, provided the attend- 
ance has been up to a certain standard. Some similar arrange- 
ment, it seems to me, would remove this undesirable element. 

I am happy to say that the work is being done in a very com- 
mendable spirit. Nearly all the pupils show a desire to work 
hard. If the employers were a little more demanding that their 
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employees attend Evening School the attendance would be more 
regular. 1 heartily second Mr. Gardner's suggestion; that a 
term of definite length be established.

I hereby submit the following report of the Stearnsville Eve- 
ning School. The third year session reopened Monday evening, 
October 25, 1897, with an enrolment of twenty pupils, whose 
ages vary from fourteen to thirty-six. Owing to a smaller at- 
tendance than last year caused by Tillotson’s mill running over- 
time, but one assistant, Miss S. J. Smith, was employed. 

The school was in session twenty weeks during the year. The 
results were gratifying because of the interest taken by the pu- 
pils in their studies, and the progress made. The work was car- 
ried on systematically. Special attention was given to writing, 
reading, spelling, and arithmetic.

Dear Sir:—The drawing in the public schools has reached a 
higher standing than ever before.. The importance of individu- 
ality, freedom and expression are taught and a great deal of in- 
terest is manifested by pupils and teacher. I am using the same 
course in drawing as laid out by the State Board of Education, 
except water colors, but I trust we will have them in our pub- 
lic schools in the near future, which will place us on a level with 
any city in the state. We have a few boxes of colors in the High 
School and although I had time for but six lessons before the 
school year closed, we gave a very satisfactory exhibition in 
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your office. Owing to the want of room the drawing in the 
High School wasatastandstill for the first half of the year, but we 
are now in the new High School building where we have a large 
room with a good north light and all the furnishings are of the 
latest and best designs. Seventy-eight pupils of the High Schoo! 
take drawing this year. There are eight young ladies at the 
Training School this year and they are doing very good work. 
We are in need of some sketch books of good size; also some 
water colors which can be obtained for a very small sum. The 
Evening Drawing School opened Oct. 25. We have an enrol- 
ment of eighteen. I am very much pleased with their work, it 
being in line with the leading art schools of the country. `

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To Superintendent Eugene Bouton : 


At the beginning of the present school year we were better 
supplied with books than we have ever been before and being 
new and well adapted to the grades have proved an inspiration 
to both teacher and pupil. We find each year better results 
attained as we are better equipped and pupils reach the higher 
grades with more experience and skill. 

There are eight-six different rooms, in seventy-seven no in- 
strument is used and in nine an organ or piano is used the whole 
or a part of the time, those being high and grammar grades. 

There is a little change in the program for the better since 
the commencement of the present school year, the High and 
Grammar grades, except Pontoosuc and Russell, having a lesson 
each week, the fifth and six grades once in two weeks and the 
primaries once in three weeks, the teachers of the primary with 
one or two exceptions, being capable of carrying on the work 
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with less supervision than is needed in the higher grades. Dur- 
ing the fall term I visited schools in Boston and two other cities 
and am pleased that I can say that our schools compare favora- 
bly with the schools visited. |

VII. 
TRUANT OFFICER’S REPORT. 


To Superintendent Eugene Boutoi : 


Dear Sir:—The condition of the schools as regards truancy 
is much more favorable than it was a year go. The principal 
cause of this is, probably, that the School Committee by defin - 
ing the duties of the Truant Officer has made it possible for him 
to attend more closely to the school attendance. By comparing 
the statistical report with that of last year, it will be seen that 
while the number of truants is larger, the cases of actual truancy 
are less than half as many as last year. This result evidently 
arises from prompt attention to each case of truancy. Also tru- 
ancy has occurred less frequently during the latter than the 
former part of the year. 

While the Truant Officer feels that he has gained some 
ground as respects truancy, he is painfully conscious that par- 
ents (either through ignorance of, or indifference to the law) 
often keep their children from school illegally. As an educative 
and reformatory method, the plan has been adopted of sending 
a printed notice to the parents (when a child has been absent 
the ten days allowed by law) that further absence would be il- 
legal and would make it the duty of the officer to take them 
into court. The effect has in most cases been markedly benefic- 
ial. A home in the School for Feeble Minded has after much 
trouble and long delay been secured for an unfortunate youth.

To His Honor, The Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Gentlemen:—The Board of Public Works herewith beg leave 
to present a report of the work of 1897 which has been under 


their charge. | 
WATER WORKS. 


While no large work in connection with the water works has 
been undertaken during the year just ended, yet a large share 
of the time and attention of the Board has been given to water 
works matters. 'The claims pending for damages on Mill Brook 
have engrossed the attention of the Board. A great many trips 
to the locality were made and under our direction weir measure- 
ments have been taken every second day. 

The supply of water has been ample throughout the year. 
Lake Ashley was full until September 19, and ran over the dam 
a large part of the time. The gate was opened at times to allow 
the water to run to waste. On September 19 the gate was raised 
1 1-2 inches, there being a short supply in the brooks. Novem- 
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ber 2 the gate was closed and not opened again, the water having 
been lowered 19 inches. December 12 the level of the water was 
four inches below the top of the dam, and on December 27 the 
water was running over again. As long as we are blessed with 
plenty of rain, we shall have plenty of water in the lake and the 
brooks, but a dry season would bring us face to face with the 
problem of water supply again. Our experience in September 
made that plain. After a phenomenally rainy summer, it took 
only 17 days to dry up the brooks so that we were obliged to 
draw on the lake. 

The next work which is undertaken to increase our water 
supply, in the opinion of this Board, should be some work which 
will increase the capacity of Ashley lake, or provide other stor- 
age. 

The surveying of Ashley lake, as requested by the State Board 
of Health, has been carried forward. 


POLLUTION. 


In regard to possible sources of pollution of our water supply, 
we call your attention to the following from last year’s report 
of the Board:— 

“The board called the attention of the City Council of 1896 
to the necessity of some action looking to the removal of the 
sources of pollution of our water works. The Honorable Bodies 
visited the location and saw the condition of things. It was the 
hope of the Board that some definite steps might have been taken 
during the year for the removal of the causes of the pollution. 
We consider this matter of such vital importance to the health 
of our Community that we call your attention to the necessity 
for action either by the City or by the State Board of Health.” 


. We feel that this matter is of great importance. Certain 
forms of contagious diseases are very readily transmitted by 
means of drinking water. Of these typhoid is the one most fear- 
ed in New England. We call your attention to the following 
instances of epidemics of typhoid caused by polluted drinking 
water. Two of these instances quoted are the most appaling of 
recent times. We have made no attempt to extend the list, 
only quoting those instances concerning which we had informa- 
tion at hand. 
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Lowell had an epidemic of typhoid in 1890. The State Board 
of Health tabulated 550 cases, and traced the cause to pollution 
of the City water by privies near a stream whose waters form- 
ed a part of the supply, the privies having been used by patients 
in the early stages of the disease before taking to their beds. 

Lawrence had a similar epidemic one month later, and as 
their water supply is the same—the Merrimac river—the cause 
of their epidemic was attributed to the same pollution. 

In 1892 and 1893, Lowell, Lawrence and Newburyport had an 
epidemic of 323 cases altogether, which was also attributed to 
the water supply. 

In 1892 Chicopee Falls had 19 cases and 5 deaths. The cause 
as discovered by the State Board of Health was the pollution of 
water supply by privies over or near the stream from which the 
place obtained its water. 

In the early part of 1885 the town of Plymouth, Pa., exper- 
ienced one of the most terrible epidemics of typhoid of which we 
have any knowledge. The town had a population of about 7700. 
There were 1104 cases of which the authorities had knowledge, 
and there were 114 deaths. In this epidemic the infection was 
found to have come from a single case of typhoid in a house near 
a mountain brook which was a part of the water supply of the 
town. During the illness of the man in the house above alluded 
to, his dejecta was thrown out upon the snow and frozen ground, 
and was washed into the stream during the thaws of spring. 
The direct cost of this epidemic was $67,000, and the loss of 
earnings of those who recovered was estimated at $30,000. 

The town of Maidstone, in the west of England, has had, dur- 
ing the past summer and fall, a terrible calamity of this sort. 
The town has about 30,000 inhabitants, and there had been 1800 
cases at the last published account which we happened to see. 
- This trouble was caused by hop pickers camping on a stream 
which was tributary to the water works. Among the hop pickers 
was one man who was “miserable” but kept up, probably a case 
of what is called “walking typhoid.” 

These illustrations will serve to indicate the great importance 
of removing all possible sources of pollution. 
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FINANCES. 


The following is a summary of water works finances for the 
year. The reports of the Tax Collector, City Auditor and City 
Treasurer will give further details.

The City has also paid $19,000 upon the water debt during 
the year. The City is obliged to pay this amount on the water 
debt each year. It will be seen, therefore, that the earnings of 
the water works pays the cost of maintenance, interest charges 
and the payments on the principal. The water debt is now 
$279,000. Additions to the water supply, a part of the cost of 
extensions of water mains, etc., are paid for by money raised on 
loans, constituting an increase of the water debt. The debt was 
increased $5,000 in that way the past year, making the net reduc- 
tion of the debt, $14,000.

There were 146 connections made with the sewers during 
1897, which brings the total number up to 1144 to Jan. 1, 1898. 

We again call attention to the nearness of the time when the 
sewerage of the City must be taken from the Housatonic river—. 
June, 1900,—and recommend that an appropriation be made so 
that the work of sewerage disposal may be taken up this year. 

The following analyses of samples of water from the Housa- 
tonic and other rivers in Massachusetts which receive sewerage,. 
may be of interest for comparison:— 
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As our new sewers come more fully into use, an increasing 
amount of labor and expense is necessary for flushing and caring 
for them. In many places where grades are not of the steepest, 
the lateral sewers will require flushing twice a year hereafter, 
instead of once, and the same is necessary on the east trunk and 
portions of the west trunk. Much of this work can be done to 
advantage in the winter, when water is plenty and other work 
is not pressing. 

During the months of February and March the Board caused 
the temperature of our sewerage and of our Ashley water to be 
ascertained in the belief that temperature is an important fac- 
tor in the problem of sewerage purification. The temperature 
of the sewerage in the east trunk sewer near the outfall was 
found to average 47 degrees, and in the west trunk 44 degrees 
above zero. The temperature of Ashley water in the watering 
tub at the Park averaged 35.5 degrees above zero. 

There was expended for new sewers during the year, 
$3,922.49,49, making the expense of the system of new sewers to 
January 1, 1898, $310,484.18. 


HIGHWAY WORK. 


In the month of April, Mr. J. N. Shepardson resigned his po- 
sition as foreman on streets, and Mr. J. M. Hatch was transferr- 
ed from the water works to highways. Mr. F. E. Hatch was 
promoted from assistant foreman to be foreman of water works. 
The report of our foreman of highways will therefore cover only 
the period from May 1, the date at which the change took ef- 
fect, to the end of the year. 

The keeping of the roads open during the winter was not as. 
difficult or as costly as in some winter seasons, a little over $800 
having been expended for that purpose. 

In the general care of the highways and streets, the Board did 
as much as possible with the appropriations in its hands. In the: 
early part of the summer the country roads and most of the 
streets in the center of the City were put in good repair for sum- 
mer use. With the approach of mid-summer, however, the 
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heavy rains did great damage. The first severe showers gullied 
the roads badly, necessitating nearly a week’s work in repairing 
the damage sufficiently to make the roads safe. This was scarcely 
done when the roads were again washed. This was repeated sev- 
eral times during the summer, and the Board was never able to. 
get the roads back to the good condition which they were in be- 
fore the heavy rains began. This frequent washing added large- 
ly to the expense of caring for the roads, and prevented, for the 
lack of money, the doing of other necessary work. The open 
weather and heavy rains of December damaged the roads further, 
and when the ground finally froze up, the roads were in very 
much worse condition than is usual at the close of the year. For 
these reasons, an unusually large amount of repairs will be nec- 
essary next spring to put the roads and streets in good condi- 
tion. 


HIGHWAY APPROPRIATION. 
It may be of interest here to glance at the amounts expended 


for repairs of highways for a term of years. They are as fol- 
lows:—

The figures given above for the four years 1887-90 include 
$4,000 each year for permanent improvements. They do not in- 
clude any appropriations for special work except as noted for 
permanent improvements. It is interesting to note that twenty- 
five years ago the expenditures for this purpose were practically 
as large as at present. 


MACADAM ROADS. 


During the past year, under appropriations of the City Coun- 
cil, this Board built sections of macadam road on South street 
and on Wahconah street, besides renewing a section on Fenn 
street and North street. 

On South street the section built extends from the crosswalk 
at the north side of Taconic street to the crosswalk at the south 
side of Buel street. It is in many respects the most successful 
piece of macadam road the City has built. There were no acci- 
dents or drawbacks of any sort, nor any extra grading or other 
collateral work. The cost was 84 cents per square yard. Con- 
sidering the depth of the broken stone, eight inches in the cen- 
ter of the road and six inches on the edges, the cost is very rea- 
sonable. The amount expended was $2,164.69. 

On Wahconah street the section built extends from the bridge 
near the Cemetery gate to and slightly beyond the junction of 
Peck’s Road with Wahconah street. Here there were more diffi- 
culties. Sewer connections needed to be made with several 
houses, a system of surface water drainage devised and built with 
pipes to the river, catch basins and cobble stone gutters. The 
grading was more costly also, and new crosswalks were laid. The 
expenditure here was $3,289.48. 
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The east side of North street from the Post office cross walk 
to Fenn street, was reconstructed, and also Fenn street, from 
North street to Renne avenue. This was done with the balances 
remaining from the two above named sections of new macadam, 
and the cost was $1,463.02. 

The Board find a strong sentiment in favor of varrying for- 
ward the work of making more permanent and better roadways. 
There is a very bad section of roadway on Wahconah street from 
the end of the strip put in last year to the Taconic bridge. There 
is a large amount of heavy teaming over this road for the mills 
above, which makes the necessity more pressing for improve- 
ment. The Board would recommend that the macadam be con- 
tinued in that street as rapidly as possible. 


STATE HIGHWAY, 


The Massachusetts Highway Commission alloted the sum of 
$4,000 to be expended upon a state highway in this City during 
1897. It being evidently the wish of the City Council and 
others that this money should be expended on the main high- 
way between this City and Dalton, the Commission decided to 
commence at the Dalton line and work westward. This Board 
was continually applied to for employment on the work and for 
other purposes, but the work being let by the State by contract 
to private parties, the Board had no connection with it or know- 
ledge of it. We believe this road should be macadamized, and 
have expressed that opinion upon all occasions. 

Upon the opening of spring the Board caused the State high- 
way in West Pittsfield to be put in good condition. This work 
was done on request of the Commission, and the cost charged to 
the State. 

WEST STREET. 


The City Council appropriated $1200 for the improvement of 
West street, west of the river. This Board having received a pe- 
tition for a sewer in Onota street, which would have to pass 
through this portion of West street, the sewer was laid while the 
grading was in progress. In doing the desired grading, which 
consisted in cutting down the crest of the hill, it was necessary 
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to also cut down the sidewalk on the south side. The slopes in 
front of the houses were sodded and left in good order. The 
changes made add much to the appearance of the street, and 
make the grade of the hill decidedly easier. 


PECK’S ROAD. 


The City Council having made an appropriation of $1000 to 
complete the grading of Peck’s road, this Board made an exam- 
ination of the ground preparatory to performing the work. 1% 
appeared that it would be a saving of money to the City. to ae- 
quire a narrow strip of land and change the location of the road 
to the northeast in front of the premises of Thomas Hines and a 
portion of the Catholic Cemetery property. Otherwise a very 
deep fill would have to be made and a costly retaining wall built 
on the opposite side of the road, when it became desirable to con- 
struct a sidewalk, there being a high embankment at that point. 
The location of the street was changed as suggested, and this 
Board then proceeded with the work of construction. The ma- 
terial excavated from the land purchased was used where need- 
ed, and the street is now graded and in good condition to the 
Peck School house. 


WEST HOUSATONIC STREET. 


The work of grading West Housatonic street, from the bridge 
over the river to Brenton Terrace. was not completed, on ac- 
count of bad weather, which came somewhat earlier than usual. 
The main fill in the hollow west of the bridge was made, how- 
ever, trees taken out, and the grading well towards completion. 
In completing this work, stone gutters ought to be laid, and 
catch basins built to receive the surface water. 


BEAVER STREET. 


An appropriation of $1400 was made quite late in the season 
for the grading of Beaver street from 3:!ver lake to the Peck 
bridge. A large force of men was put on, and although incle- 
ment weather came on almost at once, abeu: one-half the work 
‘was completed. The improvement is very apparent.

PONTOOSUC AVENUE. 


This street has begun, during the past year, to assuin? a more 
comfortable appearance. Under appropriation from the C:ty 
Council, the necessary catch basins have been built, gutters pav- 
ed, roadway graded and other minor work done, so that the street 
is now in very good condition. Incidentally, and under the 
same appropriation, Briggs avenue was eut down quite material- 
ly, but not completed. 


JOHN STREET AND RICHMOND AVENUE. 


Appropriations of $500 each were made for these streets at 
the close of the season. The weather rendering outdoor work of 
that sort practically out of the question, the Board did only suf- 
ficient work on each of these streets to render them passable for 
the winter. Arrangements should be made to continue the work 
on Richmond avenue as soon as the spring opens, as at present 
every hard shower will wash a large amount of gravel down to 
Pontoosuc avenue and choke the catehbasins and pipes there. 


PLUNKETT STREET. 


A small appropriation having been made for the grading of 
Plunkett street,the Board did the work, transforming that street 
from a wheel track to a well graded gravel street with gravei 
sidewalks. In the process of grading, considerable gravel was 
taken out, and was used in gravelling Tyler street and Dalton 
avenue. 


TREES. 


The removal of dead trees and the trimming of those remain- 
ing upon our streets, has cost fully fifty per cent. more than in 
any previous year since the inauguration of the City, and ap- 
parently there is as much undone and needing attention as ever. 

Wires for the transmission of electricity are domg a great deal 
of damage to our shade trees, besides making a large amount of 
trimming necessary. Many branches killed by this means are 
removed each year. Guy wires for the bracing of poles are 
also a source of danger and damage. As the City plants very 
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few trees, the care and preservation of those we have is import- 
ant. It will be necessary to take some steps to plant trees where 
dead ones are removed. Seventy-five were cut during the year. 
It has been suggested that Arbor day be strictly observed for a 
few years. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


The largest work in providing for the escape of surface water 
from our streets which has engaged the attention of this Board 
for the past year, has been the Bradford street drain. Under 
appropriations made by the City Council, the main pipe of that 
system has been extended towards North street far enough to 
drain the low point in Bradford street between North street and 
Francis avenue. The reports of our Engineer and of the fore- 
man who was in charge, will give the details of the work. This 
main trunk should be continued to North street as soon as pos- 
sible, and the necessary drain to connect with it laid in North 
street to Columbus avenue. Then the surface water from Co- 
lumbus avenue, Summer street and Union street would be taken 
into that system, and relieve the drain which goes down across 
West street. 

On the north side of Henry avenue, 119 yards of paving were 
laid from the west line of the school lot to the foot of the hill, 
and one large catchbasin built and connected with a pipe dis- 
charging into the river. 

At the Tannery bridge on Elm street, two new catchbasins 
were built and pipe laid to the river, in place of the old ones, 
which were too small and in poor condition. One basin was 
built each side of the river. 

The following paved gutters were laid in addition to those

There is a ieee amount of work in disposing of surface water 
which is urgently necessary and will have to be undertaken. lt 
has been the policy in the past to undertake only such work in 
this line as could not be deferred to the future. This policy, to- 
gether with the growth of the City, opening of new streets, 
hardening old ones, laying of sidewalks, and rapid erection of 
buildings, has brought a. large amount of work of this nature 
upon us demanding prompt attention. The Bradford street 
drainage system is solving the surface water problem in that sec- 
tion of the City, as fast as it is constructed, and other sections 
need similar systems, though probably not as ee in all 
cases. 

Wahconah street, between North street and the grist mill, is 
not adequately drained. There is need of several catchbasins 
and of at least two more outlets for surface water to the river. 

South street, below Mrs. Redfield”s house, carries a large 
quantity of water in time of heavy rains, and there is at present 
no escape for it. The necessary catchbasins and pipes to the 
river will cost several thousand dollars. This work is pressing 
on account of the erection of new houses at the foot of this hill. 

The development of the Morningside section has hastened 
the gathering of water near the junction of Tyler and Burbank 
streets, and also at the junction of Dalton avenue and Tyler 
streets, which must be disposed of. 

On Fourth street, at the point where it passes under the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad, the railroad company discharges upen 
the surface of the street the surface water accumulated upon its 
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tracks from North street, which includes the drainage of Cot- 
tage Row, Renne avenue, Pearl street, Adam street and a por- 
tion of First and Second streets. This together with the drain- 
age of Curtis and lower Lincoln street, will-have to be taken care 
ut the coming season. 

On Elm street, where the new streets on the Pollock property 
discharge their drainage, there is necessity for several catch- 
basins and a pipe to the river. 

On Howard street, opposite the property of T. L. Lowden, 
there is quite frequent accumulation of water. 

On Onota street surface water from that street flows down 
across the land of Henry Von Nida. He asks the City to lay a 
pipe for its conveyance. 

On New West street, northwest of the Boston € Albanv 
railroad, there is no escape for the surface water. Some pro- 
vision should be made to take it to the river. 

The Bog sewer, built through private land to convey surface 
water from the territory south of West street near the railroad 
station, has settled down into the soft, mucky ground of thai. 
region, so that in places it is practically useless. The Board laid 
a temporary pipe across South Church street to relieve tha: 
neighborhood for the winter. This drain will have to be thor- 
oughly overhauled the coming year, and put into proper shape 
to care for the surface water of that territory. 

On North John street, water gathers and makes trouble. A 
nipe to the river and two or three catchbasins are necessary. 


BRIDGES. 


No new bridges have been built by the City during the past 
year. Several of the old ones have been planked, and the Colum- 
bus avenue bridge had a new concrete floor. 

Under an appropriation, this Board has widened the ap- 
proaches to the bridge over the Boston & Albany railroad at the 
Junction to correspond with the wider bridge built by the rail- 
road company in place of the one destroyed the previous fall. 
The new bridge is a great improvement. 

The wing wall at the northeast of the bridge near the Taconic 
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miil on Wahconah street was taken down and rebuilt in a sub- 
stantial manner, it being in a bad condition. 


LIGHTING STREETS. 


The following street lights have been established :— 

One arc light at the corner of Morton Place and Libert. 
street, in place of two incandescent lights. 

Two incandescent lights on Alcove street, originally ordered 
in 189€. 

In accordance with directions from the City Council, the fol- 
lowing have been located:— 

One arc light on the corner of Beech Grove avenue und Bren- 
ten Terrace. 

One arc light at the junction of Wendell avenue and Broad 
street in place of three incandescents. 

One incandescent light at the corner of King and Linden 
streets. 

One incandescent light on Taconic street. 

Three incandescent lights on Gale avenue. 

Eighteen incandescent lights on Dalton avenue between the 
Glenn house cross roads and the Dalton line. 

Making a total net increase of three are lights and twenty- 
one incandescents. 

It will cost about $13,500 to run the lights now in use for the 
coming year. 


BICYCLE PATHS. 


The appropriation of $500 for a bicycle path was expended 
the past year on South street, in accordance with the request of 
the representatives of the bicycle clubs, and under the direction 
of Mr. H. S. Russell. The path starts at the foot of the hill op- 
posite Crofut street and ends a short distance from Humphrey’s 
quarry on the Lenox road. It was not built up Snake hill, how- 
ever. The sod was taken off and the path built of gravel, six 
feet wide. 

These bicycle paths will be quite expensive to keep in repair. 
The one on the old Dalton road is now narrowed seriously by

grass. he coming spring this grass will have to be dug out and 
the path freshly gravelled, or it will become worthless by the fol- 


lowing vear. 
PARK AND COMMON. 


As usual, the Parks and Common were placed in the hands of 
the Board for care during the year. There has been occasion for 
no extraordinary labor. The grass has been cut, walks kept 
clean, and fertilizers applied. 

For several years the number of Park seats has been diminish- 
ing. A number are broken each year, probably maliciously. If 
it is desirable to furnish seats in our Park and Common, the 
supply will have to be increased. 

Several trees have been removed from the First street Com- 
mon in the past few years, being dead or diseased. There 
should be quite a number of trees planted there at once, to take 
the place of those 1emoved, and to fill places where there has 
heen none for years. | 


PEARL STREET TOOL YARD. 


Farly in the Year the shed at the Pearl street tool yard was 
covered with a tin roof, making the building correspond with 
the requirements of the ordinances. That finished the work 
made necessary by the removal of the storage yard from the 
west side of the street to the east side. The yard is now in good 
shape for the uses of the City. 


POLICE STATION. 


The City Council of 1897 made appropriations for an addi- 
tion to the Police station, and instructed this Board to take 
charge of the work. Plans were procured and approved by the 
Chief of Police, and the Board proceeded to let the contract. 
Messrs. Corneau € Hall were the lowest bidders, and were 
awarded the contract. Mr. E. J. Cowell was appointed inspec- 
tor. The addition makes the capacity of the station fully three 
times what it was before. Doubtless the report of the Chief of 
Police will contain the details of the improvement. The addi- 
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tion was thoroughly constructed of brick, with floors of steel 
beams and brick arches covered with cement. It is heated by 
steam, lighted by both gas and electricity. Besides fourteen 
new iron cells there are three cells for women, a sick room and a 
padded cell. The women’s cells are much larger than the men’s, 
are built of wood instead of iron, and each has a window and a 
cot bed. The walls are painted throughout, and the floors ar- 
ranged to be washed with a hose. The old part has been almost 
entirely finished over to correspond with the new, electric lights 
put in and a suitable and substantial railing built in the office.

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REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


“To the Honorable Board of Public Works of the City of 
Pittsfield, Mass. 


I herewith submit the following report of work done hy the 
Engineering Department during the year ending December 31. 
1897. 

As is usual with this department, the main part of January, 
February and March were occupied in making up plans and 
records of work constructed during the preceding working sea- 
‘son, together with estimates and preliminary work for the fol- 
lowing one. Some outside work was done, which included the 
topographical surveying of several acres of land adjacent to 
that portion of South street affected by the changing of the 
grade of the street by the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad Company at their new bridge. A contour map of this 
was made, showing all property affected by the change of grade, 
.and its relative level above both the old and the new grade. This 
work was done for the City Solicitor. 


HIGHWAYS. 


The principal jobs on which engineering work was required 
in highway work were as follows:— 


SOUTH STREET MACADAM. 


Under the appropriation for macadam on South street grades 
and lines were given for a section 24 feet wide extending from 
the crosswalk at Taconic street to the crosswalk at the southerly 
side of Buel street, 930 feet in length, making 2481 square yards. 
On removing the top surface the material below was found to be , 
of a gravelly nature and well adapted for a foundation for ma- 
cadam, without any special preparation further than thorough 
rolling. The macadam was laid eight inches deep in the center 
of the strip and six inches deep at the edges. The roadway be- 
tween the curbs being 48 feet wide there remains a strip of road- 
way 12 feet wide each side of the macadam. This strip was grad- 
ed to conform to the grade of the macadam. 


é 
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South street now has macadam 24 feet wide in the center of 
the street, from Bank Row to Buel street, a distance of 2275 fect. 

During the construction of the section built the past season, 
your Board thought it advisable to rebuild two catchbasins just 
south of Taconic and Reed street. There being no plans in ex- 
istence of the surface drainage system of that section, test pits 
were dug and it was found that the catchbasin pipes discharged 
into a blind manhole at the end of a combined sewer which car- 
ried both the house sewerage and surface water into a pipe in 
West Housatonic street. A new manhole was built in place of 
the blind manhole, and new catchbasin pipes laid to it. 


WAHCONAH STREET MACADAM. 


Wahconah street was macadamized from the Grist mill bridge. 
to Peck’s road, a distance of 700 feet. The roadway was ma- 
cadamized its entire width, from gutter to gutter, the average 
width of roadway being about 24.5 feet. The longitudinal slope 
of this street is slight and as there was not adequate provision 
for the escape of rainy water during rainy periods, the road has 
been very muddy and difficult for travel. To remedy this a sur- 
face drain was laid to the river and a sufficient number of catch- 
basins built. The depth of broken stone was the same as on 
South street. 


PONTOOSUC AVENUE. 


For the two preceding years under small appropriations con- 
siderable work had been done on this street in carrying out the 
improvements as originally planned. 

The past year the work has been completed from Wahconah 
street to Briggs avenue, and the greater portion of the grading 
done between Briggs and Lenox avenues. Gutters have been 
paved and catchbasins built. We have also built a foot bridge. 
across the northerly end of the steel cylinder, of I beams and a 
brick arch, similar to the one on the south end. The average 
grade of the street between the canal and Richmond avenue is. 
11.55 feet per 100, and from Richmond avenue to Briggs avenue 
6.72 feet per 100. This street has one of the steepest grades in 
the City. On account of this steep grade it was necessary to.

have an unusually large number of catchbasins in proportion to 
the length of the street, as even a little water on such a steep 
grade would do considerable damage if in any way it should 
reach the roadway. 

This work has been done on the same general plan from the 
start, and with the following exception is completed to Briggs 
avenue. Our plan called for the building of two catchbasins on 
Richmond avenue, with gutters, and grading for a short distance 
from Pontoosuc avenue. Richmond avenue was, however, a 
private way and unfortunately was not accepted until so late 
in the season that it was impossible to do this portion of the 
work. This is unfortunate, as during every hard shower sand 
and gravel from Richmond avenue runs down onto Pontoosuc 
avenue and at times does considerable damage. This should 
be remedied as early next Spring as possible. 


PECK’S ROAD. 


Peck’s road, which was graded in 1896 from Wahconah street 
to Peck’s lower mill, has been finished the past year to the top 
of the hill just easterly of the Peck upper mill. At a point 
just westerly of the Peck lower mill where the road is built on a 
steep embankment sloping to the brook, the location has been 
‘changed by the City Government and carried northerly to a 
maximum distance of ten feet. This was to avoid so much filling 
-and to obtain some material for the road bed. 

This street is 49.5 feet wide, the roadway being 32.5 feet wide. 
"Total length of street worked the past year, 1520 feet. 


WEST STREET. 


For some years past there has been a call for the grading of 
‘West street in the vicinity of Onota street. In 1895 the City 
‘Government established the grade, but made no appropriation 
for working. In 1897 an appropriation of $1200 was made for 
the work, and the street has been graded from the bridge over 
the West branch of the Housatonic river to a short distance 
above Onota street, a distance of 550 feet. 

The roadway has been made 24 feet wide exclusive of a gutter 
on each side five feet wide. 
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It being impossible to accurately locate the lines of West 
Housatonic street, the abutters on that potrion of the street 
between the Pomeroy bridge and the westerly line of Brenton 
terrace petitioned the City Government for the relocation of 
that part of the street. A plan and profile was made which was 
accepted by the City Government and an appropriation of $500- 
made for the working of the street. There was considerable de- 
lay before commencing the work, owing to the fact that the street 
railway company had petitioned for a franchise to lay their: 
tracks in this street. After the City Government had granted 
the franchise work was commenced, the roadway being made 40 
feet wide on account of the track, instead of 33 feet, as had been 
intended. 


BEAVER STREET. 


The grade of Beaver street was established by the City Gov- 
ernment from Silver lake to the Peck bridge, and an appropria- 
tion of $1400 was made in November for the purpose of grading 
the same. Owing to the lateness of the season this work was 
not completed. The general plan is as follows. The roadway 
is to be 24 feet wide. A cut of two fect is provided for on the 
top of the hill pust east of Silver lake, and a fill of two feet in 
the hollow between the hill and the lake. There are also several 
cuts and fills of minor importance beyond. 


GENERAL WORK. 


In addition to the above enginecring was done on many smal- 
ler jobs of highway work. Among these were Plunkett street, 
719 feet, Buel street 662 fect, Smith street 118 feet. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 
BRADFORD STREET. 


The surface drain on Bradford street was extended this year’ 
from Daniels avenue to the catchbasins 150 feet west of North- 
rup street, a distance of 942 feet. The average depth to which 
this sewer was laid was 11.20 feet, the greatest depth at any point. 
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being 14 feet. This was at the summit near the angle. The 
building of catchbasins at the corners of Francis avenue and 
Bradford street has done away with the necessity of cross gutters 
at that point, and those troublesome constructions have been 
taken up and Francis avenue is now graded evenly across Brad- 
ford street. The two catchbasins 150 feet westerly of Northrup 
street have been rebuilt and connected with this drain. This 
work will do much to prevent the periodic flooding of this street 
by surface water. When this drain is extended to North street 
there should be two more catchbasins built on this street how- 
ever, one on each side of the street near the easterly line of 
Northrup street. This should be done, as the grade is nearly 
level from the present catchbasins to North street, and it will 
therefore be impossible to properly drain the street without 
them. i 


OTHER SURFACE DRAINAGE WORK. 


Considerable other work was done for surface drainage. The 
wooden Bog Sewer running across the swamp between Worthing- 
ton street and New West street was laid for the most part on 
the mud without piling or other artificial foundation, and the 
pipe having settled and ceased to properly take care of the sur- 
face water, an examination of that portion between Worthing- 
ton street and Church street was made to determine the actual 
conditions. It was found that the cylinder had settled for a dis- 
tance of 364 feet, from 0 to four feet. It was considered imprac- 
ticable to reconstruct the drain at this time. Temporary ar- 
rangements were however made for the disposal of the surface 
water on South Church street. The conditions are such that ii 
is almost imperative that some adequate provision should be 
made to drain this section in the near future. 

Surveys have also been made of the water sheds, the size of the 
pipes calculated and estimates made for the following sections: 
South street between the Housatonic river and Buel street; a 
section between King and Onota streets and the water shed 
above and adjacent to Onota street near the Von Nida place. 

The problem of surface drainage is one of thegreatest that now 
confronts us. As the City becomes more thickly settled and new 
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streets are opened up, it becomes more and more difficult to care 
for the surface water with our present inadequate systems. As 
soon as possible plans should be made for draining the whole 
City. This would require considerable surveying for the purpose 
and a careful study of the conditions, in order to determine 
what is best for each locality. The size of the mains should be 
figured and grades of pipes determined. In this way our drain- 
age work can be carried on intelligently, and this prelimiuary 
work of designing the system should be done during the w:nter 
instead of being crowded into the busy season, when but little 
time can be spared for a proper study of the conditions. 

In this connection I wish to call your Honorable Board’s at- 
tention to the advisability of having a more systematic method 
of cleaning our surface drains and combined sewers. Each year 
our house sewers are flushed and cleaned, but little attention has 
so far been paid to the cleaning of those sewers and drains which 
take our surface water. I would therefore respectfully suggest 
that the cleaning and care of these drains should become a part 
‘of the work connected with the sewer department. No matt:r 
how well sewers.or drains may be built, they need care, and it 
is my opinion that it would be advisable to have an inspection 
made at least once a year of every sewer, drain and manhole. 

T wish to also call your attention to the need of a self-regis- 
tering rain guage. In designing the size of pipes for a drain- 
age system it is essential to know the rapidity of precipitation, 
during heavy showers. A pipe which would be ample to care for 
a rainfall of two inches distributed over a day’s time, would be 
gorged with half the amount falling at a more rapid rate. It is 
only quite recently that engineers have paid much attention to 
the rate of rain fall, butas sewers and drains which were designed 
to receive what were thought to be exceptionally heavy show21s 
have repeatedly proved too small, and it has been found essen- 
tial that more complete records of our heavy showers should be 
kept. The cost of such a guage all set up for use wou!d probably 
pe ebout $100. As it would take a number of years to obtain 
records which would be of much value, I would recommend to 
your Honorable Board that such a guage be obtained and placed 
in position early this coming season. 
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SIDEWALKS. 


Your engineers have done the work required on 5516 feet of 
concrete and 2177 feet of gravel sidewalk. 


WATER WORKS. 


The work of taking the locations of new water pipes and the 
elevations of them has been continued. The past year’s work 
amounted to 2.58 miles. 


ASHLEY LAKE SURVEY. 


Acting under the advice of the State Board of Health the City 
Government directed us to make surveys at Ashley lake. This 
has been done and the result sent to the State Board of Health. 

When the appropriation for Ashley lake was mada, it wes the 
intention to have soundings made and test pits dug at the lower 
Ashley reservoir for the purpose of making estimates for a new 
dam at that point, as outlined in my report for 1896. Owing to 
the lack of time this work has not been done. 


SEWERS. 


During the year, 4430 feet of new sewers have been laid, the 
necessary engineering being done by this office. In two instances 
where the ground was especially wet, your Board have directed 
that iron pipe be used. It would seem to me as if such precau- 
tion was especially wise, as the time must come when the City 
must purify its sewerage in some way, and every increase in the 
volume of the sewerage will cause an expensive increase in the 
cost of the purification works, and also a constant extra expense 
for treatment. As it is important that the volume of sewerage 
be kept as low as possible, every reasonable precaution should he 
taken to ensure this. Your engineer would suggest that for sim- 
ilar reasons it would be advisable for your Honorable Board to 
consider the matter of applying meters to every water service 
pipe in the City. This would not only solve the water problem 
for a number of years to come, but would also save expense by 
diminishing the cost of disposing of your sewerage. 
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HIGHWAY COMMITTEE.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF HIGHWAYS. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works : 


Gentlemen:—I submit, herewith the annual report of High- 
way Department, to which I was transferred on May 1st, 1897. 

On taking charge of this Department, and after putting the 
tools in proper repair, all the catchbasins in the city were given 
a thorough cleaning, following which came the turnpiking of the 
roads outside the city proper. This work was finished about July 
Ist, having had 4 four-wheeled scrapers employed almost contin- 
ually for 13 weeks. 

On excavating the cellars of the Mills’ and Dellert buildings 
on North street, a fine quality of gravel was taken out, which 
was put on various streets around the city, the comparatively 
short haul thus greatly lessening the cost. Just what is to be 
done in the future regarding material for road making is a prob- 
lem that should be given serious consideration. Gravel that is 
easily accessible, is getting not only scarce, but high in price, and 
unless large appropriations are made by future administrations 
for paving or macadamizing, our roads will have to be made from 
the material that lies beside or near them, which will mean poor 
roads. 

Three times during the year, heavy rains have washed the 
highways so badly, that quite a large expenditure has been made . 
to repair the damage done. 


GUTTER PAVING. 


Five times during the summer, heavy rains have washed the 
unpaved gutters, in streets having sharp grades, and each tin.c it 
has been necessary to cart the dirt back to its place. This is 
not only an expensive operation, but it is practically throwing 
money away besides leaving the streets in a dangerous condition, 
until the repairs can be made. I would recommend therefore 
that a large amount of gutter paving be done during the coming 
season, and that, on the wide streets, the paving be not less than 
five feet wide. 
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MACADAM. 


In excavating South street preparatory to putting down the 
crushed stone, part of the material was put on the debris of the 
old High School, part on Buel street, and the balance on Center 
street. 

On Wahconah street owing to the fact that no drainage existed 
when the work was started, the road was in process of construc- 
tion much longer than would otherwise have been necessary. 
All of the material taken out was sold at ten cents per load. 

North street from East street to Fenn street was found to be 
in such poor condition that it was entirely rebuilt and the old 
material was taken onto New West street as a substitute for 
gravel. ` 

Fenn street was repaired with a 4 inch covering of No. 2 stone 
which makes a very good road.

There are a number of sluices which must be relaid during 
the coming summer and I would advocate the use of iron pipe, 
in preference to either stone or tile pipe. Frost shifts the stone 
out of place rendering it useless, and the pipe freezes up and 
breaks. 


UNCOMPLETED WORK FROM 1896. 


During the work of finishing the grading of Tyler street, Mr. 
Whittlesey ordered removed from his land all the stumps that 
had been placed there in 1896. They were therefore placed in 
the deep fill on Dalton avenue at a cost of about $35. Pontoosuc 
avenue which had been worked for about three years has been 
completed and is in good condition. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


were made late in the season for working Beaver street, John 
street and Richmond avenue, all of which were only partially 
completed before cold weather came on. I would suggest to our 
City Government that work of this nature should be done earlv 
in the year, therefore streets should be accepted and the work 
done sufficiently early to allow the new work to become hard and 
solid before frost sets in. 


GRAVEL ROADS. 


The following streets have been graveled during the past 
summer:

BRIDGES AND RAILINGS. 


The Linden street bridge, the Smith bridge at Stearnsville, 
the Government Mill bridge, the Chapel bridge at Barkerville, 
and the Second street bridge across the railroad have all been 
replanked. During the coming year repairs must be made to 
the large stone bridge or sluice on the Upper Barkerville road, 
and to the abutments of the bridge on the Hancock Road near 
the Pontoosuc dam. The south abutment of the Hathaway 
bridge on Newell street must be rebuilt. 

Upon the completion of the Junction bridge, a board fence 
8 feet high and 200 feet long was built, to prevent the smoke 
from frightening horses. 

At the South street bridge over the N. Y., N. H. € H. R. R. 
plank waterways have been built beside the banks to prevent 
them from being washed away. There has also been built about 
1500 feet of railing in different localities. 

While the entire work of the Highway department has been 
done under my own supervision, I have had five men who have 
served as assistants. It has been my practice to place one of 
these in direct charge of each piece of work. 

In thus placing a foreman at the head of each gangof laborers, 
I consider that much more work has been accomplished than 
would have been had I tried to keep personal oversight of each 
gang.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF THE WATER 
WORKS. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works : 


I have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of ihe- 
Water Department, of which I was appointed Superintendent on 
May 1st. I give the usual tabulated statements of pipe, valves, 
hydrants, etc., together with such recommendations »f changes. 
etc., as seem to me imperative or desirable. 


EXTENSIONS. 


The call for extensions has not been as large the present year: 
as during the years of 1895 and 1896, owing principallv to the 
fact that many of the new streets laid out and upon which few 
houses had been built, had been covered during the two preced- 
ing years. It was deemed advisable during the summer to give 
some protection from fire to the territory surrounding New We:t 
street, in which previously, there had been no main. and start- 
ing therefore at the 12-inch main at the park, a 10-inch line was. 
laid on the north side of West street to the junction of New West 
and Center street. Reduced there to 8-inch the line was con- . 
tinued and connected with the 4-inch line just west of the rail- 
road. Below is given the total number of feet and sizes of pipe-

SERVICE CONNECTIONS. 


During the year 131 connections have been made to the main 
pipes of the City. Many of the old services are giving out, and 
we have renewed, during the year, seven old lead and cement 
connections. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS AND NEW SEWERS. 


This department has made during the year one hundred and 
forty-six connections to New Sewers and thirteen connections to 
Old Sewers, laid 4430 ft. of New Sewers, repaired four connec- 
tions which had become clogged. This entire work came under 
my own supervision, but I had the assistance of Mr. Thomas 
Martin, who put in 74 of the 159 connections and 3905 ft. of the 
new sewers. 


RESERVOIRS. 


Early in May, Sackett, Hathaway, Mill Brook and the inner 
reservoir at Ashley, were given their usual cleaning, by having 
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the leaves, and sediment, the accumulation of a year, flushed out 
through the waste gates. The yards were cleaned up, bushes 
grubbed out, and put into good shape. In July the yard at Ash- 
ley Reservoir was mowed and raked up, and the refuse burned. 


ASHLEY LAKE. 


Owing to an unusually wet season, the supply in the various 
brooks has been almost equal to the demands, and at three times 
during the summer Ashley Lake was so full, that the gate was 
opened to relieve the pressure upon the dam.

HYDRANTS. 


There have been set during the year twenty-three new steamer 
hydrants, two of these replaced double hydrants, which in turn 
replaced Ayers” hydrants which had become unfit for service. All 
the hydrants excepting the few remaining Ayers’ hydrants are in 
good condition, and have had in addition to their regular spring 
and fall flushing, a thorough cleaning in July. This was deemed 
necessary in view of the heavy rains, and the consequent accumu- 
lation of sediment in the mains. Repairs upon the hydrants from 
which street sprinklers are filled, are made with more or less fre- 
quency, with the exception of the large crane hydrant on 
Wahconah street near Rosenhein’s store. This hydrant which is 
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a combination fire hydrant and stand pipe, has been in service 
for five years and has never had a dollar expended upon it for 
rapairs, except for the removal of a valve broken by sprinkling 
cart drivers. In view of its excellent service, I would recom- 


mend the purchase of a number of these cranes, which can be set 
in place of some of the old Ayres hydrants. 


PIPE YARD. 


The pipe yard at Francis avenue has been thoroughly cleaned 
up, but as it is open and accessible to anybody, it is beyond ques- 
tion to expect it to remain so. I would recommend that this yard 
be fenced on all sides. 


METERS. 


There have been set during the year the following meters: 

In addition to these 
which were set permanently there were set temporarily, for the 
purpose of determining about the amount of water used in pas- 
ture tubs, 5 4 Empire meters.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


During the summer it was decided to place the 10 inch main 
at the railroad crossing on North street overhead, instead of al- 
lowing it to remain under the tracks, and Whelden's block, this 
being old cement pipe and being under the railroad and under 
Whelden’s block, the risk of leaving it in place was considered 
too great. Accordingly two I beams were placed on the abut- 
ments at the cast end of the bridge and bolted together, and 
starting at the 10-inch gate opposite the Academy of Music block 
the old pipe was cut off and abandoned and a new line laid to the 
upper end of Whelden's block. Where the pipe starts to elbow up 
brick vaults were built, having openings upon the top, and filled 
with £ocks to protect it from frost. 

When the Dawes Avenue line was laid, the pipe was car- 
ried across under the river. The season following a small 
bridge was built for the sewer line, which was built wide enough 
to carry both pipes. Therefore when the bed of the river was 
being lowered the present year, to help out the new wheels now 
being placed in the Van Sickler mill, it was found that the water 
pipe would either have to be lowered at the river crossing, or 
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taken out entirely. It was thought best to take it out and carry 
it on the bridge overhead, but as the sewer line occupied the 
center of the bridge, it was found necessary to jack up the sewer, 
raise the bridge and slide it over south. This was done, the pipe 
line carried across on the bridge, boxed up, painted, well protect- 
ed from frost, and the entire expense assumed by the company 
who are making the alterations at the Van Sickler mill. 

The pipe on South Church Street, which formerly extended 

to where the abutments of the new bridge of the New York. New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad now stand, has been cut off and 
abandoned near the west end of A. A. Mills’ oil house. 
. The purchase by the Board of the Smith Tapping machine, 
has greatly facilitated the matter of making large connections 
with our mains; 4, 6 and 8 inch connections can now be made 
with any of our mains without shutting off the water. 


NEEDED EXTENSIONS AND RENEWALS. 


I would recommend that an eight inch line be carried from 
the corner of Fourth Street, through Lincoln Street to First 
Street, north on First Street to Tyler and there connected again 
with the 12 inch main. This will in a great measure feed the net- 
work of small pipes in that vicinity, besides affording us an op- 
portunity to set steamer hydrants along the line, which in them- 
selves will afford a great deal of protection from fire. 

First Street and Cottage Row should have an eight line car- 
ried from the 12-inch main on East Street to the corner of 
Renne Avenue. 

Wellington Avenue should be relaid with 6 inch pipe, the pres- 
ent main being 2 inch and 3 inch pipe, which is old and rusty. 

The pipe on Kent Avenue should be extended to North Street, 
a distance of about 250 feet. 

The 1 inch pipe on Madison Avenue, between North and Sey- 
mour Street should be taken up and relaid with 6 inch pipe, the 
line continued north on Seymour Street and joined with the 
dead end now existing there, and carried north to Alder Street, 
through Alder Street to the 6 inch pipe near the corner of Fran- 
cis Avenue. 

A short piece of inch pipe now in use on River Street between 
West Street and Division Street should be relaid with 6 inch iron 
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pipe, as should a short piece on Wendell Avenue. 
In conclusion I wish to thank the members of the Buard for 
their uniform courtesy and co-operation in all matters pertaining 


to the department.

PARK AND COMMON. 


The Park in front of the City Hall, and the Common orr- 
First Street have had their usual care the past year, $249.15 hav- 
ing been expended on them. They were fertilized in the spring. 
The grass on the Common has been cut four times during the 
summer, and the walks scraped and weeds hoed up three times. 
The Park has been mowed every week and the walks seraped. 

The City had last year 30 Park seats. This year there are but 
25. They were badly broken on the Common during the 
summer. 

CUTTING AND TRIMMING TREES. 


There has been a good deal of work done on trees the past sum- 
mer, $482.64 having been expended to do the work. There was 
about 75 trees cut down and a good deal of trimming done. 


SURFACE DRAIN, BRADFORD STREET. 


Under your direction I had charge of the laying of the section 
of surface water drain in Bradford street the past fall. I begar 
work September 28 and finished November 19. Seventy-six 
lengths of 30-inch cast iron pipe were laid. They weighed 
thirty-two to thirty-six hundred each, and we handled them 
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with an ordinary four-legged pipe derrick. The ditch was four- 
teen and one-half feet deep at the deepest place, and six feet 
wide. It was necessary to plank the ditch the entire length. The 
joints in the pipe were made with Portland cement. Eight 
catchbasins were put in with pipes to the main line, and also six 
manholes, one of which was a blind one. The work was done 
with an average of about 38 men, and no accidents of any sort 
happened. i 


SURFACE DRAIN, SOUTH CHURCH STREET. 


The old Bog Sewer, which starts from New West Street, just 
back of the St. James hotel, and runs through private land and 
empties into the river near Mrs. Pomeroy’s barn, got stopped up. 
We dug it up where it crosses South Church Street and found 
it had sunk down in the mud so that it was impossible for any 
water to run through. We laid a 16-inch cast iron pipe from the 
north side of South Church Street, going south 108 feet, and 
connected the old wooden basins which were there with the iron 
pipe. 

CENTER STREET SEWER. 


We sent a man through the entire length of the Center Street 
sewer, from West Street to Pomeroy’s mills where it empties into 
the river to examine the condition of the inside of the sewer. In 
order to do this it was necessary to build some new manholes in 
order to let plenty of air through. We built four new manholes 
and raised one two feet to bring it up to the surface. We found 
the sewer fairly clean, and in good condition.

To His Honor, The Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the Pittsfield 
Fire Department, together with the fire losses, amounts of insur- 
ance on same, also causes, where it was possible to obtain the 
same. 

The Department responded to 32 alarms, and 11 fires occurred 
outside of where it was possible to render any aid or where no 
alarm was given. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department consists of 3 Steam Engines, 
1 Hand Engine located at Stearnsville, 2°Hook and Ladder 
Trucks, 6 Hose Carts, 1 Hose Wagon, 1 Protective Wagon, dis- 
tributed as follows:— 

Central Station.---1 second-class Silsby Engine, 1 Clapp € 
Jones fourth-class Engine, 1 Hook and Ladder Truck, 1 Protec- 
tive Wagon, 1 Hose Wagon. 

Engine House No. 3, North Street.—1 fourth class Clapp € 
Jones Engine, 1 four-wheeled Horse Hose Reel. 

There are also kept at the Central Station, a Sleigh loaded 
with one thousand feet of Hose used for outside fires during the 
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winter, also for exercising horses belonging to the Department, 
also Chief’s Wagon and Exercise Wagon. 

The Hand Engine has been located at Stearnsville, where a 
Company has been formed to properly care for it, also one thou- 
sand feet of Hose and a suitable Hose Cart placed with it. 

One of the two-wheeled Carts has been located at S. N. € C. 
Russell Mfg. Co’s Mill with five hundred feet of Hose, where a 
suitable house has been erected for it by the S. N. € C. Russell 
Mfg. Co. This is conveniently located and can be used to an ad- 
vantage in case of fire occurring in that location. 

The apparatus of the Department is all in first class condition. 
The Silsby Engine having been newly rebuilt, a new Protective 
Wagon having been purchased, the old Wagon now being used 
as a Hose Wagon. The Silsby Engine has been transferred to 
Central Station and the heater having been attached so that 
steam is constantly kept up in the boiler and it responds to all 
alarms in the central portion of the City. 

The light Hook and Ladder Truck is stored at the Veteran 
House and used for outside fires or during snow and hard going. 

The City has purchased during the past year, six horses, and 
the Department (with the exception of the Protective Company) 
is not dependent on livery stables for horses for the apparatus, 
as we are now equipped to handle our own apparatus in case of 
fires. 

The Fire Alarm, having been re-constructed during the past 
two years, is now in first class condition and will probably only 
need the adding of new boxes as occasion requires. 


HOSE. 


We have at present in the Department about 8800 feet of 
Hose, some of which is fast giving out as it bursts more or less 
at each fire as it is used. As much of it was not properly marked 
when purchased, is is impossible to tell how old it is. 


DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 


The Houses of the Department are in good condition, as nec- 
essary repairs have been made on each of them. 
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FORCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The Department consists of one Chief, one Assistant Chief, 
one Steward of Department, four Permanent drivers and 71 Men., 
each company having 15 men. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


While many things are necessary for any department, the few 
of the most important might be mentioned here. 

That the Department purchase a Hose Wagon similar to the 
Protective Wagon, as the Hose Wagon we now have is too light 
for the load it is required to carry. 

That not less than 2000 feet of Hose be purchased. 

That suitable Hose Companies be located at a point near P. P. 
Curtin’s store, also at Morningside. 

In conclusion, I wish to heartily thank His Honor, the Mayor, 
and all the Officers of the City Government, and especially the 
Fire Department Committee, by whose untiring effort it has 
been possible to accomplish so many needed improvements, to 
the Chief of Police and his Officers for the efficient help they 
have rendered at fires, and to the Board of Engineers and Mem- 
bers of the Department in general, who have all endeavored to so 
fully aid in making the department a success.

The construction of the new addition to the station as pro- 
vided for in the annual order of appropriations was completed 
during the year under the supervision of the Board of Public 
Works, and Building Inspector, E. J. Cowell, according to the 
plans and specifications submitted by Messrs. Rathbun € Hard- 
ing, Architects. 

Because of the unsanitary conditions of the Police Station and 
the several changes and repairs found to be necessary to complete 
the building in a proper and satisfactory manner, the sum of six 
thousand dollars appropriated in the annual order for the new 
addition was found to be insufficient, therefore an additional 
sum of one thousand dollars was appropriated, making a total 
sum of seven thousand dollars, of which sum six thousand ‘nine 
hundred and seventy-three dollars and eighty-two cents was ex- 
pended. The Department now has a first class Police Station in 
every respect. The sanitary arrangements are the best possible, 
and the accommodations are adequate for the present and future 
requirements of the city for the care and custody of all persons 
who may be in charge of the Department. The new addition is 
fire proof throughout, containing five separate departments. 
The Boiler was removed to the east cellar of the new addition, 
refitted with a new front, including fire doors, larger grates, and 
a water heater, which supplies the building with warm water, 
which is very necessary for the proper care of sick and injured 
persons at the station. 
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Provisions were made for the storage of intoxicating liquors. 
and all other property brought to the station for safe keeping, 
in the west cellar. There are two cell rooms on the first floor, 
one of which is provided with seven steel cells, and the other 
with eight steel cells, and a padded cell for the detention of vio- 
lent inmates. The cell room on the second floor is pro- 
vided with seven steel cells, three detention rooms, 
one bath room, and a room for the accommodation of 
sick and injured persons while under the care of the City Phy- 
sician, at the station. The corridor doors are of the same pat- 
tern and construction as the cell doors, and are: furnished with 
improved double acting spring locks, which will enable the offi- 
cers to perform their duties in the several cell rooms, without 
giving persons in custody any opportunity to escape through 
these doorways. The plumbing is of the most approved system, 
and in accordance with the provisions of the city ordinance. All 
closets and sinks are located in the new addition, and proper 
ventilating facilities have been provided. 

The room provided for the use of lodgers was enlarged, thor- 
oughly renovated, and provided with a ventilating register, in 
the ventilating shaft, as are also the cell rooms on the first and 
second floors. 

The entire building is provided with gas and electric lights. 
The Department is indebted to the Board of Public Works and 
the Building Inspector, for their careful and painstaking super- 
vision of the work. Also to Sheriff Fuller for the many courte- 
sies extended and the care and custody of female prisoners in 
charge of the Department, during the construction of the build- 
ing. 

The duties of the Department are to receive all complaints and 
prosecute all offenders against the laws of the Commonwealth 
and the ordinances of the City, and to use all lawful and proper 
means to secure convictions, also to preserve the peace and to 
protect all persons and property throughout the city in a diligent 
and faithful manner. These duties we have endeavored to per- 
form, without interrupting any person in the full enjoyment of 
their rights of personal security and property. 

Careful attention has been given to the enforcement of the 
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Liquor and Gaming Laws, and prosecutions have followed, and 
convictions secured in all cases in which we were able to secure 
sufficient evidence. 

No complaints of any violations of the Liquor Laws or of any 
unlawful conduct in any of the licensed saloons of the City, nor 
any information concerning these places was given the Depart- 
ment for investigation. 

Additional rules and regulations have been imposed by the Li- 
cense Commissioners which will enable the officers to render 
more satisfactory service for the supervision of these places. 

Many complaints have been received by the Department from 
persons who have been defrauded of various sums of money by 
means of the numerous swindling operations in the city during 
the vear. The methods employed by these swindlers, were not 
of a criminal nature, therefore arrests could not be made in these 
cases, when requested to do so. It would be much more profit- 
able for the inhabitants of the Citv to avoid dealing with strang- 
ers who show symptoms of giving away property to persons they 
never saw or heard of before; and also persons who promise to 
deliver goods at some future time for cash paid in advance. 

Many complaints were made to the Department that trading 
stamps were being distributed throughout the City, in connec- 
tion with a gift enterprise, in violation of the provisions of Chap- 
ter 277 of the Acts of 1884, therefore proceedings were insti- 
tuted, and the following decision was rendered by His Honor, 
Judge Joseph Tucker, Standing Justice of the District Court of 
Central Berkshire. 


JUDGE TUCKER’S DECISION 


“This complaint is brought under Chapter 277 of the Acts of 
1884 entitled an act to prevent the sale or exchange of property 
under the inducement that a gift or prize is to be a part of the 
transaction. This explains the intent of the statute. Its first 
section is as follows: 

“No person shall sell or dispose of any property or offer to do 

so upon any representation, advertisement or inducement, that 
anything other than what is specifically stated to be the sub- 
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ject of the sale, is, or is to be delivered or in any way connected 
with or a part of the transactions.” 

It was proved that a concern calling itself the Traders’ Sup- 
ply Company had quite recently begun to do business here at- 


75 North Street—this company, which is the real defendant, 
having contracts with such merchants here and in Dalton as may 


desire to issue 25,000 of what is known as their “subscription 
books” and distribute them and keep a list of all who receive 
them. This book contains a directory of all merchants who sub- 
scribe, and spaces in which the customers may paste the stamps 
(hereinafter to be spoken of) which the merchants shall deliver 
to said customers with instruction to the customers how to use 
said book. The merchants agree to take from this company a 
sufficient amount of trading coupons, or stamps to supply all 
persons who may call for them, one coupon or stamp to be given. 
out by the merchants for each 10 cents cash expended by the 
purchaser, the merchant to pay 50 cents for each 100 stamps re- 
ceived from the company. The stamps are delivered by the com- 
pany to the merchant in books or pads, containing 990. Each 
stamp represents one-half cent. The merchant is to display a 
card saying “We give trader’s coupons.” When the customer 
receives a stamp it is to be pasted into the book furnished to him 
to paste it therein and when his book is full, viz., 990 stamps, he 
is directed to go to the office of the company and select the pre- 
mium from a large number of articles. 

A person bought of defendant on November 30, 1897, a chair. 
The price was $1.75, which he paid. Then there was talk about 
stamps. He produced a stamp book which he had received at. 
another shop and received 17 stamps of defendant, which he 
pasted into the book. He had seen a card in defendant’s window 
saying, “We give trading stamps, ask for book,” and also similar 
cards at the office of the company. 

Our Supreme Court in construing this statute says:—“The aim 
of this statute is to prevent offers of bargains which appeal to 
the gambling instinct and induce people to buy what they do not 
want by the promise of a gift or prize, the precise nature of 
which is not known at the moment of the purchase.” 

I think this quotation precisely describes this transaction. The 
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company had promised to let this purchaser select from its large 
stock of goods when his book was full. The defendant was sell- 
ing his goods and furnishing stamps to enable him to receive the 
article he should thereafter select. This article was not named 
or shown at the sale and could not be for it was not yet select- 
ed, and yet it was part of the transaction and was advertised by 
defendant. It could not be specifically stated because neither 
party yet knew what it was to be. This company advertises that 
customers can have and obtain beautiful premiums free of any 
expense. This constitutes a gift. 

In my opinion, is not this statute a useful one? So I am 
obliged to hold defendant guilty. Said defendant is fined $20.00 
with costs of $3.60, making in all $23.60.” 


` The whole number of Dogs returned by the Assessors were 
eight hundred and thirty-five. Eleven of this number were 
found to be double entries, twenty-nine did not exist, sixteen 
had died, six were sold to persons out of the City, nineteen had 
left the City, three were lost and forty were shot. 

Two hundred and twenty-four Dogs were found that had not 
been returned by the Assessors, making a total of nine hundred 
and thirty-five Dogs in the City registered according to law, for 
which the City Clerk received and paid the County Treasurer 
nineteen hundred and forty-six dollars and sixty cents. Three 
hundred and thirty-six dollars and fifteen cents were paid by the 
County Treasurer for damages caused by Dogs in the City. And 
thirteen hundred and twenty-one dollars and sixty-nine cents 
was paid the City Treasurer, as the amount apportioned the City 
from the Dog Fund. 

The services of the Police cannot be measured entirely by the 
number of arrests made, the good order maintained throughout 
the city during the year, is due in a great measure, to the vigil- 
ant and faithful patrol duty performed by the Officers, the mis- 
cellaneous duties are many and require prompt and careful at- 
tention, the discipline is very much improved, and most satisfac- 
tory. I have to thank the Officers and the Police Matron, Mrs. 
Sarah M. Dean, for their faithful co-operation in the perform- 
ance of all duties of the Department. I wish also to thank the 
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City Physician, Doctor W. M. Mercer, for the prompt and effic- 
ient service rendered for the Department. 

To His Honor, the Mayor, W. F. Hawkins, Esq., and the Hon- 
orable City Council, I wish to express my sincere thanks for the 
substantial assistance rendered me in the performance of the sev- 


eral duties of this office and for providing the Department with | 


the present adequate and excellent headquarters, which will en- 
sure the City much more satisfactory and efficient police service.

Report of the Board of Health. 


REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To His Honor, The Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: 


Gentlemen:—The Board of Health respectfully submit the 
following report for the year ending Feb. 7th, 1898: 


SEWERS. 


Our system of sewers is practically finished with the excep- 
tion of a few laterals that mav be laid from time in the future. 

In all cases of complaints concerning unsanitary condition of 
buildings and premises where the same were not connected with ` 
the public sewer, connection with the sewer has. been ordered, 
and such orders have been complied with. 


CONTAGIOUS HOSPITAL. 


The contagious hospital in rear of Town Farm on West 
‘Street, has this year been put in good state of repair. The build- 
ing was located on a side hill, the walls were poorly constructed, 
(of brick mostly). The whole western wall fell in, and had it 
not been for the timely repairs, the whole building would have 
fallen, and become a total wreck. The building is now ready for 
any emergency and could be occupied within a few hours. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


The law requires that all cases of typhoid fever be reported to 
this Board, which we are sorry to say does not occur, as may be 
seen, that during the last year fifteen cases reported and three 
deaths, showing a death rate of 20 per cent. Such report re- 
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flects severely on the physician treating such cases; whereas, rf 
the reports were all made, the death rate must, of fact be lower. 


SWILL. 


The method of gathering swill is still a menace to the public 
health, and barrels are used that become a source of disease on 
account of their continued use. The City Government will soon 
have to care for this, as well as other forms of garbage.

The decrease in the amount of solids and fluids shows that the 
people have been discontinuing the use of cess-pools, amd have 
been connecting with the public sewer. 

Amount of solids, 2662 cubic feet, 
Amount of fluids, 5442 cubic feet. 


THE PUBLIC DUMP. 


West of Onota Street was closed on the first day of April. 
This was deemed expedient because of the increase in the 
number of dwelling houses and population in its vicinity. The 
sentiment of the people was also a strong reason for its removal. 
It was then established in the south part of the city about one 
mile from the center. In securing this place, we believed it to 
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be the most convenient and suitable to be found. Had the gar- 
bage and refuse deposited there been properly covered as agreed. 
and the place been properly conducted, no further change would ` 
have been made. This place, however, through its improper 
care and management which we tried to remedy, soon became a 
public nuisance, and was thereupon promptly closed. The public 
dump was very soon after established in the East part on the 
land of Ralph Herie. It was the nearest and most suitable place 
available. We are highly pleased with its present location and 
management, and not one complaint hs been made during the 
six months that it has been established there. 

The Board has held during the past year 51 regular meetings; 
63 special complaints have arisen that the Board is too radical in 
its actions. If the citizens will understand that the Board of 
Health is a board of emergency as well as of deliberation, they 
will then understand why some of the movements are seemingly 
radical. No action of the board is for any other purpose than 
the public good, and we trust it will be so understood. 

House dinisfection, following infection from contagious dis- 
eases is a matter that this board has given special attention to. 
The old manner of disinfection by the burning of sulphur is a 
thing of the past. By the old method, it necessitated the des- 
truction of so much property—clothing and bedding—the cost 
of which amounted to about forty dollars ($40.) in each case 
during the year, aggregating several hundred dollars. 

With the introduction of the Fornaldehyde engine, and disin- 
fection by formalin, it was decided that the board purchase for 
the use of the city, a proper appliance for disinfection. A mem- 
ber of the board went to New York and inspected the working 
of the same. An agent was appointed and instructed in the pro- 
per use of the same, he having disinfected in all, up to date, 
forty-five tenements, and in no case has there been a return of 
the disease where such disinfection has been done by our agent, 
showing a net saving of at least $1,000.00. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
SCARLET FEVER. 


Scarlet fever was almost unknown to us the past year, only 
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eight cases being reported, and one death. This disease has, im 
years past been very common. We believe that the quarantine 
measures adopted by this board have been a great factor in keep- 
ing this disease in check, namely, the practice of detaining the 
patient or other children of the family in which such disease ex- 
ists from attending school for a period of six weeks. We have 
had some complaints against this rule as being too extreme, 
however, we believe the results justify a continuance of the 
same. 


MEASLES. 


There were but two cases reported the past year, with no 
deaths. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


The number of cases of diphtheria is slightly less than last 
year. In January we suffered from the inheritance of the pre- 
vious December in having the disease in different parts of the 
city, no particular location being affected to a great degree. 
Many of the children affected attended the Fenn Street school. 
This led us, as a precautionary measure to discontinue the schoo! 
at that building for the space of two weeks, during which time 
the whole house was cleaned from cellar to attic, and disintec- 
tion attempted by burning of sulphur throughout the building, 
although the board had little faith in the germicidal qualities of 
sulphur sublimation. It was the best at hand. The epidemic 
influence was, in a degree checked by this procedure, but soon 
made its reappearance. 

In May, a pupil sent from the Fenn Street school to one of the 
physicians of the board for examination was found to have a 
throat filled with diphtheritic membrane. He has stated that 
he had been sick at home for a few days. The mother neglected 
to call a physician on account of poverty, and the condition was 
not recognized.. Two days before this board had received a Kny- 
Scherer disinfecting machine, and by it, formalin gas was test- 
ed as a disinfectant. The school was closed two days, and the 
building thoroughly filled, room by room, with this gas. After 
re-opening the school, the board made daily inspections for any 
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outbreak of the disease. None appeared. From that time for- 
ward, the disease disappeared, and in the autumn, two months 
passed without a case being reported. During November and 
December, a few cases appeared, but no deaths were reported 
since June last, from this disease. 

Many reasons have appeared from time to time for the spread 
of the disease. Among them is the neglect of certain families 
to report the cases existing therein, keeping its existence secret, 
and depending upon “faith treatment” for cure. Several cases 
of this kind were found, where the ultra-religious, not to say fa- 
natical enthusiasts made themselves centers of contagion. Hap- 
pily, no deaths occurred among them, and no prosecutions made 
because of the distress conviction by the court would bring on 
innocent parties. | 

There were some instances of disregard to quarantine regula- 
tions where patients, through culpable carelessness took the in- 
fection home to their children. One experience of this kind in 
a neighborhood was sufficient example to induce caution. 


During the past vear the board has supplied antitoxine to 
nearly all cases of diphtheria occurring in town with the happi- 
est results, and have always a supply on hand adequate for any 
emergency, and may be had on application by physicians. Out 
of 112 cases reported, there were only seven deaths. Of these 
fatal cases. antitoxinc was not used in four. and in the other 
three cases administered, too late to be of service. The lessening 
of mortality can be more readily understood when compared 
with previous years. The previous ratio had been equivalent te 
45 or 50 deaths to every hundred cases. One year we had eight 
deaths, with twelve cases reported, or 66 per cent. In 1896, 
with partial use of antitoxine, the mortalitv was 14 in 117 cases, 
or less than 12 per cent. In 1897, with 112 cases, the 7 deaths 
made a percentage of 64, and with proper attention to early ad- 
ministration of the remedy, even this might have been lessened. 
The more importance is due to antitoxine when we consider 
that many of the patients of the past vear had the croupous 
form of the disease, which was previously looked upon as almost 
incurable from the beginning of the attack. It is the belief of 
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this board that with proper treatment by antitoxir:c, nearly al! 
may be saved. 

it is the desire to impress upon the people the idea that so- 
called membranous croup is diphtheria, and that antitoxine pro- 
perly used will cure the patient. 

The suggestion by this board in regard to the general distri- 
bation of pencils among school children and condemned as be- 
ing a source of contagion, has been taken up by Boards of 
Health of several states and orders issued to discontinue tiie 
same. We trust that the school committee will consider the 
fact during the year to come. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


There is but little to be added to our previous reports on this. 
disease, but that little is worthy of voluines. 

The herds of the city have been thoroughly inspected. Sus- 
pected animals have been eliminated. We have studied the best 
methods of reaching out-of-town herds supplying milk to this. 
city for the past five years. We feel satisfied that our work has: 
been well done, and that our milk supply is practically free form 
the germs of this disease. What may be a practical result in this. 
direction is the decrease in number of cases of this disease among 
the human family. In 1895, there were 50 deaths from tuber- 
culosis; in 1896, the number was 31; for 1897, the number is. 
still further decreased to 25. Further, there is not the number 
of deaths from marasmus among children, which many consider 
as having a tubercular origin. 

If these are results of our work, we must feel amply re- 
paid for time, trouble and money expended in the cause. This 
condition of affairs, however, will not continue without persist- 
ent perennial vigilance on the part of the Board of Health and 
Inspector of Cattle, to the end that any tuberculosis existing in 
our herds in the incipient stage may be eradicated, and that 
none be imported from outside states or towns. 

It is the idea of this Board to have the milk supply of our city 
and all towns in our immediate vicinity, and in fact, by precept, 
example and influence, the whole of Berkshire County, free from 
all suspicions of tubercular trouble, to the end that this infec- 
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tious disease may be eradicated from among our inhabitants, and 
health and lives saved to usefulness. 

The Board wishes to acknowledgethe vigilance of the teachers: 
of our public schools in sending to their homes such pupils as ap- 
peared suspicious of having any disease, until such time as a pro- 
per diagnosis of the case should be made. This has been a great 
help to the Board in preventing spread of contagion and contin- 


uance of schools. 


The death rate has appreciably decreased from last year, show- 
ing 320 deaths from all cases against 371 last year.

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Report of Inspector of Milk and Cattle. 


REPORT 


OF TUE 


Inspector of Milk and Cattle. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Reporting on my duties as your inspector for the past year | 
have to state that the work has been conducted along the usual 
lines. 

So far as contagious diseases are concerned the condition of 
our animals during the year has been very satisfactory. 

In the spring and early summer a general inspection ordered 
by the State Cattle Commissioners, of all the cattie, sheep 
and swine was conducted. This included the examination of two 
thousand one hundred animals and resulted in the quarantining 
of fifteen cows, six of which were condemned and destroyed. Be- 
sides these thirty-five cows and a bull brought on permit from 
New York State have been quarantined, tested and released. 

The Slaughter House inspections have been conducted as 
usual; ninety-six carcasses of native animals have been examined 
only one of which was found tuberculous. 

Under Section 21 of the Law (by which an owner is entitled 
to slaughter. on his own premises) twenty heads have been killed, 
all of which were found healthy. 

On account of illegal slaughtering and of evading inspection, 
it became necessary to take legal proceedings against two of our 
licensed butchers. The process was conducted by the City So- 
licitor and resulted in a conviction in each case, one party being 
fined five dollars, the other ten dollars and costs. 

During the year seven complaints in regard to milk and meats 
have been investigated and disposed of. 
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MILK SUPPLY. 


For the year 1897-98 there have been issued forty-eight li- 
censes to milk peddlers. The money received in fees for these li- 
censes amounted to twenty-four dollars, and a check for that sum 
has been deposited with the City Treasurer. 

From the returns made it is found that our public milk supply 
is drawn from eight hundred and eleven cows, that the daily sale 
is six thousand one hundred quarts which at an average cost of 
five cents per quart amounts to three hundred and five dollars. 
per day or one hundred and eleven thousand three hundred and 
twenty-five dollars per year. 

In May, 1897, the Board of Aldermen passerl a resolution re- 
quiring that all milk dealers residing outside of Pittsfield but 
selling milk in the City of Pittsfield should submit there herds 
to such method of examination as vour Inspector might advise. 

Acting on this resolution a meeting with these dealers was 
held in the City Hall. and after it was explained that the only 
satisfactory system of examination was by the tuberculin test 
they agreed to have the test applied.. The work was executed 
forthwith and resulted in the examination of three hundred and. 
six dairy cows, only five of which, however, were found to be 
diseased, and which were soon after slaughtered. 


This task of eradicating tuberculosis from our dairy stock. 


commenced four vears ago, and continuously pursued ever since, 


has resulted in the elimination of over two hundred diseased ani-- 


mals whose milk was being supplied to us, and now we feel that 
the point has been arrived at where our milk supplv is derived 
from pure and healthful sources. 

And here it ought to be said that the dairvmen, as soon as they 


understood the nature of the undertaking, lent every assistance. 


and convenience towards carrying it to a satisfactory conclusion. 
It is also a pleasure to report the adoption of improved and 
more intelligent methods in dairy management, and there has 


also sprung up a commendable spirit of rivalry among the dealers. 


in placing their products before the public in a cleanly and at- 
tractive manner. 


As to the average quality of the milk retailed, it must be said . 
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that there is still room for improvement, and now that the herds: 
are free from infection and a standard of purity established, it 
behooves your inspector to bend his endeavors towards raising 
and establishing a higher standard of quality than at present ob-. 
tains.

Report of the Overseers of the Poor. 


REPORT 


OF THE 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City 
of Pittsfield, 


The seventh annual report of the Overseers of the Poor end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1897, with the annexed tables is herewith respect- 
full submitted. 

The expense of caring for the poor during the past year has 
been very much larger than any previous year since the organiz- 
ation of the City Government. 

There has been an unusual number of “out of work cases” 
aided who have never required relief before. 

A number of cases where the husbands and fathers have de- 
serted their families, and in some cases have been sent to jail for 
failing to support their families on account of the drink habit. . 

There were a number of cases of Diphtheria where the fam- 
ilies, who were quarantined to prevent the spread of the disease, 
were entirely dependent on the City for support until the quar- 
antine was removed. 

There was one case of Typhoid Fever, the family residing in 
the City of North Adams, who was settled in this City, which 
was an expensive case. 

Widows with large families of small children have been aided 
and will require aid until some of the children become self 
supporting and are able to render assistance in support of the 
family. ` 
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There is an increase in the cost of supporting the poor in the 
same ratio as our population increases in numbers. 

Since our last annual report the barns at the Almshouse have 
been completed, a much needed addition has been made to the 
tool house and a vault for the out door water closets, the cess- 
pool cleaned. The line fences in most cases have been made 
of wire. 

The buildings and fences are in good repair except a part 
of the house which will have to be re-shingled. In making 
these improvements we were obliged to overrun the first appro- 
priation. 

We believe now that there will not be an extraordinary ex- 
pense at the Almshouse for some time to come. Everything for 
the comfort and safety of the inmates has been done. 

It is with pleasure we read from the annual report of the State 
Board of Lunacy and Charity the following in regard to our 
-Almshouse. 


“Pittsfield (visited October 25, 1897)—This Almsl.ouse has 
a pleasant situation and in the main is well arranged. There is 
‘a separate building for the insane, who have good care. The 
house presents a generally improved appearance over tt.at of 
last year. The discipline and order are good. There is provis- 
‘ion for complete separation of the sexes. A new barn is complet- 
‘ed, and the whole plant is now a very satisfactory one ”

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The total number of families aided outside of the Almshouse 
was 242, of 1190 persons, of which number 143 families of 480 
persons, (214 males, 272 females, 218 of that number were chil- 
dren under 16 vears of age) were settled and living in this City. 

Ten families of 46 persons (24 males, 22 females, and 26 of 
that number were children under 16 years of age) the wives and 
children were settled, but the husbands and fathers did not have 
any settlement in this Commonwealth. 

Thirtv-six families of 113 persons (48 males, 65 females, 49 
were children under 16 years of age) having settlements in some 
other cities or towns. 

Fiftv-three families of 145 persons (72 males, 73 females, 59 
of which were children under 16 years of age) having no legal 
settlement. in Massachusetts. 

There has been at the different institution for the insane, dur- 
ing some part of the vear, 18 persons. Seven have been there 
the whole vear, and 10 remaining there Dec. 31. 

The total expense of three has been reimbursed to the City 
Treasury. 

The expense of one has been paid in part. 

There have been seven children at the St. Vincent Mountain 
Home for Children, three remaining Dec. 31. One-half the ex- 
pense was paid by the City. 

There has been one girl at the Hospital Cottages for Children 
at Baldwinsville part of the year, but was discharged Sept. 20. 

Two children have been legally adopted in good families and 
two bovs have been placed in the New England Home for Lit- 
tle Wanderers.

REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, The Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Gentlemen: In this institution there was nothing especially 
new to direct attention. The management has been the very best, 
and strict supervision has been carried out with care and judg- 
ment in all the departments. I have been informd by Superin- 
tendent Shaw that the water supply has been fairly good during 
last summer, except for about two weeks, when a scarcity was 
keenly felt, due, however, to faults that cannot be gotten rid of 
under the present system. Perhaps more security might be had ~ 
in this very important matter if a couple more water tanks were 
built in connection with the ones now in use. These tanks 
would serve for a kind of storage reservoir with perhaps suffi 
cient capacity to supply this much needed want for a number of 
days; it would also do away with all trouble and annoyance, 
whenever there existed a scarcity of water in the spring or the 
absence of power to propel the windmill. 


PAUPERISM. 


We have thought that a few suggestive hints about this class 
of our population, would be in order at this time, when we take 
into consideration the large number of unemployed men who 
were compelled to seek aid and relief during last winter and 
spring, having been driven to it, we are led to believe, by sheer 
want. I made inquiry of William Dimick, Superintendent of 
the Poor Department, to ascertain how many men with families 
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had sought aid. His reply was, after a careful examination of 
his books, that fifty men, fathers of families, had made appli- 
cation for help, and that the whole number of persons compris- 
ing these families was two hundred and eight. We are led to 
suppose, however, that many of these men who made application 
to Mr. Dimick for aid must have been from among that class 
of persons who had been earning fair wages in the various manu- 
facturing and industrial establishments of our city, but who, 
from want of foresight and knowledge to perceive the calami- 
tous condition of the times, had made no adequate provisions 
for their homes. This is one of the saddest things to observe 
among our class of wage earners, that when prosperity smiles on 
them with full and plenty, they rarely or never bestow a thought 
upon the future dangers, that the depression of business may 
bring in its wake, and seldom or ever lay up anything for the 
“rainy day.” If then, there is any one thing that discourages a 
man who is honest, honorable and upright, and who has been 
supporting his family by his daily labor, it is to be deprived of 
that means of employment, and have himself degraded and 
classed as a pauper. Besides we know that the most fruitful 
source of petty crimes among the unemployed, proceeds from 
idleness, and that any means that could be devised with which 
to remove this cause, would contribute greatly toward restoring 
a higher moral standard among them. This class should be en- 
couraged, and if possible, instructed by our dispensers of char- 
ity, to save a little from their wages and put it in some of the in- 
stitutions for savings which have been purposely established hy 
law for the benefit of such people. Then, when a friend was 
needed, they would have a friend indeed. There is nothing, 
however, under this inverted bowl called the sky, that contrib- 
utes so much to the real contentment, comfort and happiness 
of our industrial classes, as steady and constant employment.. 
There were plenty of men last winter who were ready and willing 
to do any kind of work, by which they could earn enough of 
money to support themselves and their little ones, but who could 
get no work to do. We must acknowledge that we have a large 
indigent class to take care of, even in our most prosperous times, 
who, by bodily infirmities are so afflicted, that it is essential to 
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provide them with the necessaries of life in our pauper institu- 
tions. For those, the laws of the State and City make ample 
provision. This class includes the orphans, maimed, aged and ` 
the insane. Those are, therefore, our legitimate poor. In look- 
ing over the last City Report for 1896-7, we find that about 
twenty-one thousand dollars were appropriated and expended 
for the:poor and helpless. I learned, also, that the two charitable 
societies in the City here, spent about five thousand dollars in 
rendering aid and assistance to poor families. I found again on . 
inquiry that our merchants annually give to the unemployed 
about eight thousand dollars, with the only security for it, “I 
will pay you when the times are good.” After a somewhat cursory 
review, we find that the amount of money expended last year 
from all sources for the purpose of aiding the poor, amounted in 

the aggregate to about forty thousand dollars. A specific amount ` 
of this came by appropriation directly from the taxes; another 
portion was received from the contributions of our charitably 
disposed people, and still another goodly sized sum was donated 
by our merchants. By this, it will be readily perceived that we 
have been to some extent supporting unconsciously a number ot 
able bodied men in idleness, although it is to be presumed, that 
the majority of those who received aid last winter, were absolute- 
ly in need of assistance. Just consider the matter. We have had 
just as many able bodied men apply for City aid, as we have in- 
mates in all the departments of our City Almshouse, including 
both sexes. What we should particularly endeavor to do, is to 
assist and encourage those charitable societies who are doing 
so much to prevent pauperism, because it is only through those 
channels that the poor and worthy families can be justly aided. 
The superintendents of these charities are painstaking in inves- 
tigating every case, and know, therefore, when, where and how 
to administer help. In discussing this matter with many of the 
business people of the city, the consensus of opinion seemed to 
be, that if money had to be appropriated from the taxes for the 
support of the unemployed, it might possibly be used to better 
advantage by establishing some sort of public works. This they 
think would be the most just and economical way of disposing 
of our idle men. By giving them employment it would enable 
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them to pay their lawful debts, it would keep them out of evi! 
ways and it would arouse within them the true spirit of citizen- 
ship. We believe that the carrying out of some such suggestion 
would aid very materially toward curing pauperism.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council : 


Gentlemen:—We herewith submit our 7th annual report of 
Soldiers’ Relief for the year ending Dec. 31, 1897. 

Thirty-seven families or persons have been aided from the ap- 
propriation of which number fourteen were widows, thirty-one 
familiies resided in this City and six resided in other towns, hav- 
ing settlements in this City. Two were insane, one in a private 
family at East Brookfield, and one in Northampton Lunatic Hos- 
pital. The expense of the latter has been reimbursed to the City 
by his guardian, Jonathan Haight. 

During the year one has died. 

There is one family of eight, who have no legal settlement in 
the State. The expense will be reimbursed by the State Treas- 
urer. 

There are three families residing in this City who are settled 
in the towns of Lee, Great Barrington and Hinsdale. The town 
of Lee has reimbursed to the City Treasurer the amount expend- 
ed. The other two towns, Gt. Barrington and Hinsdale, have 
not yet settled with the Treasurer. 

Two families which are settled in this city but living in the 
towns of Westfield and Williamstown were aided by the towns 
where they resided, and the several amounts have been paid by 
the City Treasurer.
